The suit’ concerns the 
eunty’s method of pur- 
chasing. machinery in the 
tall of 1993, which Hine- 
baugh maintains was done 
moa manner contrary to 
county law, 

At a press conference 
about the suit) held this 
morning at 11:48 am., 
Watson stated that the 
defendants in the case did 
not answer a demand letter, 
sem over a week ago, that 
requested, in part, that the 
purchase contract be void- 
ed. This prompted the filing 

of the suit this morning. 

Hinebaugh stated at the 
press conference that he 
had no political motives in 
filing the suit, but rather 
took interest in the case out 
of a sense of civic duty. He 
went on to say that this suit 
should set an example that 
county officials must obey 
the law 

Watson remarked that if 
the defendants meet the 
demands of the suit, the 
suit will be dismissed. 

ta a fetter faxed to Wat- 
son's office during this 
morning's press conference, 
County Attorney Gorman 
Getty asked Watson to 
delay filing the suit until 
Sept. 9. Getty explained 
that he needed more time 
to review the suit. However, 
the case had already been 
filed. 

On the county’s machin- 
ery purchase described in 
the suit, Hinebaugh, who 
commented that he had 
worked as a contract con- 
sultant for many years, 
stated, "I have never wit- 
nessed a procurement that 
has been this lax.”

Commemoration Of World War II 
To Begin September 23 At GCC 


The year-long Commem- 
oration of World War II set 
as the theme for the new 
academic year at Garrett 
Community College will 
begin with a convocation 
September 23 in the college 
auditorium at which former 
Secretary of tae Army John 
O. Marsh Jr. will be the 
keynote speaker. The Con- 
vocation is the first of two 
programs planned for Sep- 
tember which will focus on 
"Great Events of the War.” 

Garrett Community 
College President Dr. Steve 
Herman will open the Con- 
vocation at 10 a.m. with a 
brief welcome. Secretary 
Marsh will speak at 10:15 
on "The War that Changed 
the World.” Following that 
he will present a workshop 
on three National Guard 
units from this area that 
were at Normandy on 
D-Day June 6, 1944. Marsh, 
a veteran of World War II 
and former four-term Con- 
gressman from the 6th 
district of Virginia, is a 
recognized authority on 
military hisiory. 

Following a break for 
lunch, two other noted 
historians will do presenta- 
tions on other events of the 
War. Paul Stillwell, head 
historian of the U.S. Naval 
Institute, will present “The 
Japanese Attack on Pearl 
Harbor” and Karl Larew, 
professor of history at Tow- 
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: 
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son State University, will 
speak on “The Battle of 
Britain.” All sessions of the 
Convocation are open to 
the public at no admission 
charge. 

On September 29 at 7 
p-m. a progrem of “Stories 
of World War II and. .be 
Home. Front" has been 
scheduled during which 
community veterans of 
World War II will be invit- 
ed to share their experienc- 
es of some of the great 
battles and other events of 
the war. This program will 
be held in the Art Gallery. 

The same format of pro- 
grams will be repeated each 
month of the year, with the 
exception of December and 
January. 

Focus for the month of 
October will be “Society, 
Class and Economics of the 
War," with a program of 
panel discussions on this 
topic, “The U.S. Navy's 
First Black Officers,” and 
"Race and Racism in the 
Pacific” scheduled for Octo- 
ber 20 at 7 p.m., and a 
program of community 
speakers sharing their expe- 
riences on October 27 at 7 
p.m.

Sheriffs Office 
Worker Demands 
Law Definition 


An employee of the 
Garrett County Sheriff's 
Office this week filed a 
request for a ‘writ of 
mandamus” concerning the 
practice of the county 
sheriff personally collecting 
fees for the serving of 
various papers from the law 
office. Jack Michaels, a 
dispatcher and correctional 
officer with the sheriff's 
office, filed the writ this 
week in Garrett County 
Circuit Court. 

The writ asks that Judge 
Fred A. Thayer compel 
James Sherbin, — state's 
attorney, to explain why he 
has “failed to investigate a 
violation of the — state’s 
constitution, article IV, 
section 44.” It also asks the 
judge to compel Sheriff M. 
Van Evans to explain by 
what authority has he kept 
the money that Michaels 
maintains the law says 
belongs to the treasury of 
the county. 

Ihe writ was amended a 
day later with an additional 
request - that Evans 
produce all fees collected 
by him that “should be 
accounted for and paid to

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Grantsville Youth Killed When 
Struck By Truck At Bus Stop 


Garrett County's return 
to school this week was 
marred by tragedy Wednes- 
day afternoon, when a 6- 
year-old Grantsville boy was 
struck and killed after he 
stepped from a school bus 
along Rt. 219. 

Thomas Firl Maust II, a 
first grade student at 
Grantsville  l:lementary 
School, died from injuries 
he sustained in the 4:32 
p.m. accident. According to 
a report filed by Tic. C.E. 
Goldstrom, Maryland State 
Police, Barrack W, McHen- 
ry, the child apparently 
exited the school bus and 
was struck by a dump truck. 
Ile was transported to Mey- 
ersdale (Pa.) Community 
Ilospital, where he was pro- 
nounced dead. 

The dump truck, operat- 
ed by Phomas Humberson, 
31, Granstville, was travel- 
ing south on Rt. 219 when 
the accident occurred, just 
north of the Hilltop Inn, 
near Grantsville. According 
to written reports, the truck 
then swerved into the op- 
posite lane, and struck a car 
that attempted to avoid the 


accident. The car went onto 
the shoulder of the road 
and colhded with the truck. 
I lumberson was not injured. 
The driver of the car, 
Mary Knecht, 26, and her 
passenger, Bobbie Klink, 25, 
both of Salisbury, Pa., were 
transported to Cumberland 
Memorial Hospital. Knecht 
is listed in “serious” condi- 
tion, according to a hospital 
spokesperson, and Klink 
was not listed as a patient. 
The police report indi- 
cated the school bus driver, 
Thomas Bender, 66, 
Grantsville, apparently 
pulled the bus to the side of 
the road, but failed to put 
on the emergency flashers. 
Traffic on Rt. 219 was at 
a standstill until about 6 
p.m. following the tragedy. 
Also on the scene were 
personnel from the Finzel 
Weigh Station, because a 
dump truck was involved in 
the accident, the State 
Highway Administration, a 
commercial vehicle recon- 
struction specialist, the 
Grantsville Volunteer Fire

Garrett County Director 
of Economic Development 
Tom Jones has reported 
that Buchmann Optical, 
Inc., will phase out its man- 
ufacturing operation begin-. 

This action 
will result in a loss of 30 
jobs by April, 1995, he 
stated. 

The Buchmann facility, 
which is keated in the 
Southern Garrett Industrial 
Park, will continue to oper- 
ate as a distribution center 
for ophthalmic products, 
Jones explained.

Evening High School 
by Lutheran D. Parrack, 
Director of Secondary Education 
Evening High School is an alternative to the regular 








day school which provides students an opportunity to carn 
credit toward graduation. Evening High School should not 
be confused with the GED program which offers a 
diploma based on examination in the major subject areas. 

Evening High School offers regular high school courses 
needed to meet graduation requirements. The board of 
education-approved curricula 1s followed. When students 
complete these courses, they receive credit the same as in 
day school. A regular Maryland high school diploma is 
awarded when all graduation requirements are completed. 
These students may participate in the graduation com- 
mencement ceremonies. 

Students attend Livening High Schoo} for many reasons. 
Some students have had to leave school carly and now 
realize that they need a high school diploma to advance 
in their job or to go on to college. Others who are suill in 
high school attend day and evening classes because of 
schedule conflicts or because they need an extra credit to 
graduate. Some students find it casier to take a course 
they have previously failed in evening school rather then 
repeat it in day school. There are some adults who attend 
as a motivation to keep their children in school until they 
graduale.

him! 

Much more disturbing to 
me is Mr. Friend’s charge 
that for political gain, the 
sheriff gave Corporal Sines 
desk duty *...for the majori- 
ty of Luly or perhaps lon- 
ger.” 

1 asked to see firsthand 
the sheriffs dept.’s work 
schedules for July. Major 
Tichnell, responsible for 
maintaining those records, 
did allow me to examine 
the originals. For the public 
record, the schedules re- 
flected that Corporal Sines 
worked patrol duty (pre- 
sumably as his supporters 
desired) nine days and took 
six days of sick leave during 
July. [le worked radio only 
EIGIIT days. In no case did 
he have more than three 
consecutive desk days. July 
had 21 work days (in a 
five-day work weck) out of 
31 days altogether. Thus, 
that the Corporal covered 
the radio “for most of July,” 
is unequivocally false! 

Mr. Friend asks, “Is this 
action [assigned radio duty 
an effort to keep Corpora 
Sines from having an effec- 
tive campaign?" 

Frankly, this question 
bewilders me. Is Mr. Friend 
insisting that Corporal Sines 
has a right to campaign “on 
company time,” while draw- 
ing his usual salary from 
(ultimately) the taxpayers? 
It must be tough trying to 
decide whether to arrest 
someone, or to ask him to 
vote for you! Some people 
might even sce a conflict of 
interest. And what role in 
campaigning docs the K-9 
dog play -- shaking paws? 

Another question from 
Mr. Friend: “Is Sheriff 
Evans’ action [assigning the 
Corporal to desk duty] 
teally necessary?”

As employees of Garrett 
Co. Memorial Hospital, we 
think it’s time some of us 
spoke out about the issues 
as seen by the employces at 
the hospital. Up until this 
point in time no one in 
administration was willing 
to listen to the employees 
concerns or even let them 
voice their opittions. Now 
they are willing to stand 
behind cach and every 
employee that works there. 
Why did this attitude take 
so long? 

In fiscal year 92-93 the 
majority of employees re- 
ceived a ten to fifteen cent 
raise on the hour and some 
received a littke more. In 
93-94 your increase depend- 
ed on the new evaluation 
that administration created. 
You then received a small 
increase or a “bonus” if your 
position had been sealed. If 
you received a “bonus” you 
are still making the same 
hourly rate in 93-94 that 
you made in 92-93. Now in 
94-95 our wages are frozen 
and we will still be making 
the same hourly rate that 
we were making in 92-93 if 
you were one of the “lucky” 
ones to receive a bonus. 

We used to have benefits 
to cover dental, prescription 
and diagnostic lab and x- 
ray. Now we no longer have 
dental or prescription and 
have diagnostic only after 
paying a hefty deductible. 
Yes, there are some bene- 
fits left, but how long will it 
be before those are taken 
away too? 

We used to feel secure in 
our jobs, but now we have 
seen people “eliminated” 
with many more years of 
service than we have. Now 
we wonder -- who’s next?

Why do we need 
over 30 department heads 
in such a small hospital?

What Kind of September? 

"Will we have a hot September or an carly fall?” That 
is the question I’ve been asking folks lately. The most 
common reply has been, "We surely have had a cool 
August.” Indeed, we have, which is why I ask the question 
about September. Some people speculate on a hot 
September, some on an early autumn. One fellow an- 
swered succintly, “Both.” Maybe he is the one most likely 
right. 

We have had a dozen mornings in August when the low 
temperature went into the 50's, as compared with three 
last year, nine the year before and none in 1991. ‘The 
average temperatures will be a little cooler in the moun- 
tains, but the general trends are, no doubt, the same. 

Other indicators include the bees and yellow jackets 
having kicked out the drones about a month early. Those 
are the male bees whom the ladies tolerate until cool 
weather commences. You can tell them because they act 
dopey, and seem ready to sting for no cause: (although 
drones can’t sting): they are starving to death. That would 
make me dopey too, or dopier than usual, anyway. 

My wife commented on the second of August that it 
felt like fall, and it did. It wasn’t just the coolness. It was 
an indescribable quality of the air, a dusky feeling about 
it. The dews have been fall dews, and the grass has grown 
and grown and grown. (I made one of those verbal goofs 
that we 20th century folks have learned to call Freudian. 
I said to my nephew, "The grass just keeps on mowing.” 
“Growing,” my wife corrected, "We just keep on mowing.”) 

This time of year we usually get a respite from mowing 
which allows us to catch up with things we had put off 
since April. About halfway through August we usually 
mow to knock down the ripple, and then again just before 
Labor Day to spruce things up for a picnic. This year we 
have been in the yard every week. But who could com- 
plain? Everything looks so lush and green. 

Another sign was that Grandina found a nest of mice 
in her sewing machine. I’m to thank that she found them. 
I had a pile of mending, so I invited myself over for 
breakfast, and just happened to take the mending when I 
went, Grandma had other projects to hand, but being the 
loving grandmother that she is, she fixed my clothes for 
me. When she opened her sewing machine, low and 
behold, there was a nest of seven baby mice. The cats had 
a snack, and a trap was set for the mother which she 
cluded. Though the folks downstairs (Grandma has an 
upstairs apartment in a farmhouse) did catch a fat mouse 
a few days later. That was August 5. 

You may remember that I have some anxiety about an 
early frost because I got so much of my garden planted 
late. The summer squash have gone great guns. I had 
zuchini in 33 days, yellow crook neck squash in 40 days 
and patty pan in 42 days. One of my favorite dishes is to 
steam whole all three squashes together, picked when they 
are small and tender, and then to marinade then in olive 
oil and red wine vinegar with Italian herbs, and then to 
put it all in the refrigerator fer a few days. And believe 
me, we have had the opportunity to eat squash in every 
fashion that pleased us. 

The tomatoes arc doing well. The turnips, kale and 
spinach are all fine. The beets would be fine if the rabbits 
and ground hogs didn’t cat the greens every night. The 
brussel sprouts promise a great fall crop, and, of course, 
will only be improved by frosts, carly or late. 

It is the fall squash and pie pumpkins which worry us. 
They need 90-105 days to reach harvest. They are forming 
nicely, and are growing plump. The vines still spread, 
however, and still blossom. If the frost holds off until mid 
October, we should have a bumper crop. I also planted 
cantalopes late, but that, admittedly was a gamble. We are 
counting on the winter squash. 

With a cool August behind us and having cight inches 
of rain above the average for this year, | am looking 
forward to a hot September. It is not only in the garden 
that we should have a bumper crop. I have never seen 
corn or soybeans look better, no matter where I go. The 
trick will be getting all the bounty into the barn while the 
weather permits us to harvest. 

I'm looking forward to a hot September, but | am 
expecting another hard winter, different from last winter, 
but hard nonetheless. We, humans, must take care of 
ourselves, but there is a wisdom in nature which usually 
takes care of itself. The fields and gardens and apple trees 
are full for a reason. It is a reason which the next two 
seasons will make known.

Overall, although Mary- 
land’s 1994 college bound 
seniors dropped two points 
to 429 in the verbal section,

(19,947 in 1993 to 19,849 in §

Maryland also released 
the results of the American 
College Test (ACT), anoth- 
er standardized test taken 
by a small number of Mary- 
land students.These scores 
show Maryland students at 
or above national averages.

OPEN LETTER TO THE CITIZENS OF GARRETT COUNTY 
Throughout this campaign it has been my goal to deal with issues important to the people 
of Garrett County. The issue of service fees has never been a matter of controversy despite 


its being in place for more than 50.vears.. Irgnically, the issue being raised at this time 1s 
politically motivated by an individual who had worked for two sheriffs and was completely 
aware of this practice. By his previous silence, he obviously agreed with this longstanding 


policy. 


Additional irony lies in the fact that it is partly because of my testimony recommending a 
change in this practice to two different Salary Commissions that the policy has been altered. 



















For at least 50 years, individuals using the sheriff's office for the service of private court 
papers have been asked to bear the expense of that service- rather than using taxpayers 
dollars- to supplement the sheriff's salary. This policy was implemented to bring the salary 
of the Garrett County Sheriff more in line with other sheriffs in the state. 


Effective January 1, 1995, that practice will be discontinued based on the recommenda- 
tions by the Salary Review Commission, which is a nonpartisan commission composed of 
seven individuals representing various local organizations, selected by their respective 
organizations as required by law and created to review compensation to elected officials. 
The county commissioners have adopted that recommendation and placed it into law. 
Under the new ordinance, any service fees collected will go into the general county fund. 
This policy change came about, in part, after I recommended to two different salary 
commissions over the past four years that the practice should be changed. 


In July of 1994 the Chief Investigator for the Office of the State Prosecutor was asked to 
conduct an inquiry and his findings in part read: 


"I have consulted with the State Prosecutor in this matter. It is his 
opinion that since the county officials charged with budgeting for the 
Sheriff's Office were aware of the practice, as well as the Clerk of the 
Court through whom the fees passed, the practice was devoid of any 
deception or corrupt motive. Therefore, the State Prosecutor has 
declined to initiate a criminal investigation." 

(Chief Investigator James Cabezas) 


Because there was nothing illegal and this had been anestablished practice with all previous 
sheriffs, the Office of the State Prosecutor found no reason to take action. 


It is my genuine hope that we can continue to address the important issues facing our 
county. Over the past nine years, | have implemented programs that address public safety, 
fight drug abuse, educate our children, combat domestic violence and deal with the 
concerns of our senior citizens. With your help, I will continue and expand these programs 
for the next four years as your sheriff.

Maryland Closes 
Fiscal Year '94 
In The Black 


Maryland State Comp- 
troller Louis L. Goldstein 
has announced that Mary- 
land ended fiscal year June 
30, 1994 in the black with a 
$105 million fund balance. 

Under Generally Accep- 
ted Accounting Principals 
the comptroller transferred 
$45 million of the fund 
balance to Maryland's re- 
serve funds, leaving a sur- 
plus of $60,016,033. Gold- 
stein said, "Vhis is a sound 
financial management prac- 
tice used to guarantee that 
funds will always be avail- 
able to pay local govern- 
ments their share of the 
income tax and for other 
state obligations. 

‘Ihese figures show 
Maryland’s economy is im- 
proving and that consumer 
and business confidence 
grew during fiscal year 
1994," said Goldstein. 

Maryland = experienced 
employment growth — of 
21,300 jobs, or slightly more 
than one percent of total 
employment during fiscal 
year 1994. 

'That’s the best record 
since 1990," Goldstein said. 
"Job growth has mainly 
been in the business service, 
construction, and retail 
sectors.” 

Personal income grew by 
4.6% through the first three 
quarters of fiscal year 1994. 

"Ihe surplus is largely 
due to a surge in lottery 
revenues, growth in employ- 
ment, and increased con- 
sumer confidence,” Gold-

In fiscal year 1994, corpora- 
tion and individual income 
taxes produced $3.4 billion, 
or $5.6 million more than 
expected, sales taxes pro- 
duced $1.8 billion, or $8.6 
million more than expected, 
and the Maryland State 
Lottery yielded $353  mil- 
lion, or $38.7 million more 
than expected.

SCAMS UPDATED: As readers 
of this column know, I try to keep 
you advised of the various scams that 
are perpetrated against seniors. Al- 
though some may differ with me, I 
consider these con artists as the worst 
kind of thieves who deserve nothing 
less than to be put in jail for many 
years. They not only take money, 
they also scar the soul. It isn't easy 
to recover from an experience in 
which your trust in another human 
being is brutally betrayed 

The most recent scam report comes 
from New York State where, accord- 
ing to the Associated Press, the At- 
torney General is cracking down on 
a telemarketer accused of swindling 
elderly people with promises of cars, 
washing machjnes, and other 
sweepstakes prizeé 

The scheme in¥olves trolling for 
victims nationwide. When they click 
in to a vulnerable senior, they tell 
that person that she or he has won a 
valuable sweepstakes prize, and only 
needs to buy something for at least 
$500 to claim tt 

Some victims have sent in 
thousands of dollars to claim these 
“valuable” prizes. One 89-year-old 
man parted with $1,900 and received 
a few bottles of cheap perfume in 
return. Another woman bought $980 
worth of goods to claim her $10,000 
prize, and got a few letter openers. 

These companies use a “sucker 
list” of victims, many of whom are 
scammed many times over by 
various scheme masters or by the 
same company using different 
names 

Atypical spiel consists ot the com 
pany “reminding” their victim that 
they‘d entered a contest some time 
before Or, they're told, maybe 
someone entered for them In any 
event, they were now “definitely” 
winners of a car, jewelry, $5,000 in 
cash, an expensive appliance, etc. To 
claim the prize, the victim agrees to 
buy a “guaranteed” product from the 
company. Often the product that's 
sent is a cheap geegaw, or nothing

YOUR FOOD COULD KILL 
YOU: The Institute for Science in 
Society has issued a warning about 
infected meat and poultry shat should 
make everyone in the United States 
be as concerned as the Institute is for 
the health and well-being of the

The ISIS report, “The Risk of Get 
ting Sick from Bacteria in Meat and 
Poultry” exposes wide gaps in our

national “food safety net.” The ISIS 
points out, for example, that the in- 
dustry continues to use an 80-year- 
old inspection program based on 
sight, touch, and smell in slaughter- 
houses and processing plants to 
judge the safety of the product. This 
is not only an outdated process, it 1s 
potentially a dangerous one, allow- 
ing for the inspectors to reject only 
two percent or less of carcasses ex- 
amined for visible contamination 

It's important to understand that 
bacteria are invisible to the naked 
eye. They can only be detected with 
the help of microbiological tests. The 
ISIS is calling for mandatory 
microbiological standards and test 
ing at each stage of the food system, 
from farm to table 

How much will all this add to your 
food bill? It's possible there will be 
some pass-along, of course But 
we're already paying a high price for 
the treatment of those infected with 
these bacteria. It’s also important to 
realize that many of us are part of an 
especially high risk group, or have 
high risk persons in our families. For 
example, those most likely to suffer 
severe consequences of bacteria con- 
tamination include pregnant women, 
young children, the eldetly, people 
with weakened immune systems — 
such as cancer survivors — and 
diabetics 

Contact your senator or con 
gressperson and insist the govem 
ment make this a priority matter

Antiques 
JUST PLAIN FOLKS 

Folk art is a hard-to-define term 
that refers to work by untrained ar- 
tists. It could be an oil painting, or a 
hand-decorated chair, a cleverly 
designed tool or even an unusual gar- 
den gate. Collectors search for folk 
art examples that show the maker 
had a special talent and created a 
unique pieces 

Arare, early 19th-century iron cab- 
bage cutter is a great example. The 
cutter is shaped in the forin of a lady 
holding a crescent moon-shaped cut- 
ting table. Only two in this pattern 
are known to exist 

But folk art isn’t really determined 
by age. Look at the handmade pieces 
you find in shops and yard sales. You 
may find some 20th-century folk 
pieces at bargain prices 


Q. I have a Chinese porcelain 
teapot with the matching small 
dish it fits on. They are at least 200 
years old. According to our family 
history, they belonged to a set of 
dishes thal came to this country 
from China before the Revolution. 
The plate must have been broken 
because it is now held together 
with little metal strips that look 
like big staples. Can I have it taken 
apart and repaired in some way? 

A. Anew restoration would be less 
obvious but you might consider leav- 
ing the plate with its staples and his- 
tory. The early way to mend china 
was to use rivets which were thin 
strips of round wire or cut metal 
Small holes were drilled in the china, 
then the rivets were inserted and held 
in place with plaster or glue. Old 
formulas for glue included garlic, 
cheese, milk, horse dung or blood. 
Because it must have been expensive 
for a traveling tinker to mend a 
broken dish, a mended dish could be 

worth more than an intact dish. 
ant 

Q. I noticed that the artist who 
did the posters for Super Bowl 
XXVIH was Peter Max.

Background Scripture: 
Joshua | through 2 
Devotional Reading: 
Joshua 1:1-9 


When I was in junior high, | 
idolized my pastor, Mark J. 
Steirwald. If it had not been for 
him—anda pretty brunette named 
“Jackie"—] wouldn't have even 
been part of that church. At first, 
I went there because Jackie was 
there, I stayed there because Pas- 
tor Steirwald showed me that one 
can be a Christian and still have 
fun. Up to that time it was my 
perception that churches were 
grim places where people looked 
unhappy and acted negatively. 

When, a few years later, Mark 
Steirwald died suddenly of aheart 
attack, 1 was devastated. When it 
was announced that he would be 
succeeded by the Rev. Paul Price, 
1 was certain that he could not 
possibly fill Pastor Steirwald's 
shoes. And he didn't; in fact, he 
never tried to. He went on, rather, 
to perform his ministry differ- 
ently than his predecessor, butno 
less successfully. So, bothof these 
men, each in his own way, had a 
tremendous effect upon my life 
and ultimately my own ministry. 

Ican appreciate, then, what may 
have loomed large in the minds of 
the people of Israel when, upon 
the death of Moses, it was an- 
nounced that Joshua would be his 
successor. Cenainiy there must 
have been those who said, “He 
can never be the leader Moses 
was!", who thought that with 
Moses gone they would never see 
the promised land 


“WITH YOU” 

But, whatever doubts and fears 
there might have been, Israel! fol- 
lowed Joshua's leadership. God's 
special servant, Moses, was gone, 
but God was still with them. The 
promise God had made to Moses 
wasrenewed with Joshua. “Every 
place that the sole of your foot 
will tread upon | have given to 
you, as I promised Moses” (1:3). 





Best of a!:, although Moses was 
gone, (rod was not “ As] was with » 
Moses, so! will be with you, | will ‘ 
not fai) or forsake you” (1.5) 

So, because the Isrselites recog 
mized God behind Joshua's lead- 
ership, they committed them. , 
selves to their new leader Joshua 
busily set about to prepare the 
great campaign in the promised 
land and, as a prudent military 
strategy, sent out two spies to 
Jencho. 9 

Why did these twospiespick the , 
home of a prostitute? One reason 
was probably that in the atmo- 
sphere of her house they would’ 
overhear information and secrets ‘ 
that would be hard to come by 
elsewhere. Actually, it was a per- 
fect place to hide and spy. At any 
rate, Rahab did conspire with 
Joshua's spies in exchange for 
their promise thatno harm would 
come to her. 

A SHADY CHARACTER? 

So, Rahab wasa prostitute, con- 
sorted with the enemy and com- 
mitted treason against her own 
city. Why would the Old Testa- 
ment commemorate such a shady 
character? Because, despite her 
lowly character, she recognized 
the God who stood behind these 
two spies and the twelve tnbes of 
Israel. “] know that the Lord has 
given you the land...” (2:9). "For 
the Lord your God is he who is 
God in heaven above and on earth 
beneath (2:12). Strong as were 
the ties of citizenship, her rela- 
tionship with God was even more 
important to her. 

Even this prostitute was wise 
enough to recognize that the 
claims of God on one's life are of 
the highest pnority. Lots of re- 
spectable, intelligent people in 
this world have never figured that 
out. Their politics or ideology 
precedes their theology—or dis- 
torts it. 

For her protection, the spies tell 
Rahab to hangascarletcord inher 
window so that the destruction 
thatis to fall upon Jencho willnot 
come upon her or her house. This 
is reminiscent of what Israe) had 
experienced in Egypt: Moses told 
the Israelites to putsome blood of 
the Passover lambs on the door- 
posts and lintels of their houses so 
that God's destruction would pass 
over them. (Exodus 12:7, 13) 

The scarlet cord hung in the 
window of a lowly prostitute was 
the medium of her salvation. She 
recognized the God who stood, 
behind Israel, the Lord recog- 
nized the woman worth saving’ 
behind the visage of the prosti- 
tute.

In. a community like 
Garrett County where the 
rate of violent crime 1s far 
below the national average, 
interest in law enforcement 
as a career appears to be 
growing, if enrollment in 
Garrett Community 
College’s new Law Enforce- 
ment program is any indica- 
tion. 

According to Dr. Lalhan 
Mitchell, dean of academic 
affairs, a number of stu- 
dents have already enrolled 
in the program and more 
are expected to enroll be- 
fore the start of classes 
September 7.

This work will require the lake to be drawn down to lower-than-normal 
levels in September and October 

Work to repair the lake's primary spillway, a structure that helps control 
the flow of excess water from the lake, began in mid-July and will continue 
through November. 

In addition, Penelec plans to build two water-control structures, a flow 
bypass and atailrace welr, near the station — measures designec to enhance 
the fishery in the Youghiogheny River. The flow bypass will help maintain 
water flow in the Youghiogheny during low-water times. 

The tailrace weir will improve the oxygen content of water discharged 
from the plant by aerating the water as it splashes through the W-shaped

Happy 
asks.

For the past decade, the home 
of the U.S. Open Tennis Tour- 
nament's preliminary rounds 
has been on USA Network. 

Coverage of this year’s tour- 
nament, from the USTA Na- 
tional Tennis Center in Flush- 
ing Meadows. N.Y., begins on 
Sunday, Sept. 4, and continues 
with both day and nighttime 
coverage from Tuesday, Sept 
6, to Thursday. Sept. 8. 

Lead play-by-play announcer 
Ted Robinson reflects on how 
far the network's coverage has 
evolved in the eight years he 
has been involved with it 

“When USA (Network) first 
had the Open,” Robinson says. 
“we really had a minimum 
number of people involved. So 
the first few years | was doing 
it, | actually did the hosting. 
some interviewing and the 
play-by-play.” 

“[ started with (USA) before 
they had a studio or a separate 
host. And now that they've 
added that element, it makes 
my job so much easier. To be 
the host and the play-by-play 
man for 70 hours of coverage 
was a gargantuan task, but now 
it’s become much easier.” 

Last year's U.S. Open cham- 
pion (and this year’s Wim 
bledon champ) Pete Sampras 
1s favored to win this year, too 

“If Sampras 1s healthy.” Rob- 
inson states, “he’s the obvious 
men’s favonte. He's pulled out 
of a few local tournaments with 
an ankle problem 

“Losing that tune-up time, it’s 
going ty be ailficuit for aii tc 
go play seven hard-court 
matches, having skipped all of 
the hard-court warmups. But 
he’s clearly the dominant 
men's player, nght now ~

Maryland Income 
Tax Receipts Up; 
Distribution Set 


Individual and corpora- 
tion income tax reccipts 
produced $3,393,385 ,602 for 
Maryland’s general fund in 
fiscal year 1994, according 
to State Comptroller Louis 
I.. Goldstein. "That’s 5.8% 
more than the 
$3,207,130,053 in income 
tax revenue which went to 
the general fund the previ- 
ous fiscal year, and it re- 
flects Maryland’s continued 


economic recovery and 
employment growth,” he 
said. 

"The fiscal year 1994 


total was also right on tar- 
get with our revenue projec- 
tions, less than two-tenths 
of one pereent more than 
our estimate,” Goldstein 
said. 

The local "piggyback" 
income tax, which is collect- 
ed by the state at rates set 
by local governments, pro- 
duced $1,694,828,749 for 
Maryland 23 counties and 
Baltimore city and 
$36,373,588 for the state’s 
172 incorporated municipal- 
ities and special taxing 
areas in fiscal year 1994. 
"The Comptroller's Office 
will make a final fiscal year 
1994 distribution of 
$137,866,314 to the counties 
and $3,343,358 to the mu- 
nicipalities on August 31, 
1994," Goldstein said. 

Garrett County will 
receive $4,474,836.18, an 
increase of nearly $400,000 
over last fiscal year. 

The annual August distri- 
bution is made under gen- 
erally accepted accounting 
principles, and many of the 
counties credit that revenue 
to the recently ended fiscal 
year because it largely rep- 
resents taxes withheld from 
employee paychecks in 
June. 

Corporation income tax 
receipts showed a 31.4% 
growth in fiscal year 1994 
over 1993, producing 
$169,081,509 for the general 
fund. “This resulted from 
strong corporate profits 
relating to the economic 
recovery,” the comptroller 
said. 

The individual income 
tax produced $3,224,304,093 
for the general fund in 
fiscal year 1994, 4.7% more 
than in fiscal year 1993. 
“While final payments were 
down from the previous 
fiscal year, employer with-

Beef Industry Needs Cooperation 
To Increase Consumer Demand 


If beef producers want to 
profit from the cattle they 
raise then producers, 
cattle feeders and other 
segments of the beef indus- 
try need to increase their 
cooperation, according to 
an cconomist speaking at 
the 29th American l’arm 
Bureau Vederation Beef 
Cattle-Ilog Cycle Torum, 
Aug. 12-13 in St. Louis. 

“The income of the cow/- 
calf operator depends upon 
the economic health of the 
cattle feeding industry,” said 
kd Uvacek, president of 
Western Research and 
professor emeritus at Texas 
A&M University. "The pro- 
ducer has to recognize that 
the next step in the system 





has to be profitable, if he is 
going to be profitable and 
stay in business. I think 
coordination and coopera- 
tion are necessities in the 
new, modern industry. 
"We've been fighting and 
we've been operating on a 
suspicion level for years,” 
Uvacck added. "I think that 
has to cease in the future, if 
you're going to survive.” 
Producers have to stop 
looking solely at raising 
cattle as cheaply as possible. 
Instead, the rancher needs 
to raise cows that produce 
calves of consistent quality 
and provide them to the 
feedlots on a regular basis. 
Survival doesn’t mean pro- 
ducing the cheapest cattle

you can because you may 
not be able to sell them, 
Uvacek said. 

Many cattlemen are 
raising exotic breeds that 
result in larger calves. 
These larger cattle produce 
a finished animal that may 
be hard for a packing house 
to handle and result in 
larger cuts of meat that may 
be harder to sell. The ulti- 
mate problem is even worse 
-- it means more beef has 
to be sold, Uvacek said. 
The result may be a need 
for fewer cows and a reduc- 
tion in the breeding herd. 

Once of Uvacek’s goals at 
the gathering of livestock 
producers and Farm Bureau 
commodity specialists was 
to look back at changes in 
the livestock industry since 
the beef cattle-hog cycle 
forums began in 1980. It 
has been a time of remark- 
able changes in the cattle 
industry, he said. 

"Probably the biggest 
changes have come at the 
feedlot level and here it has 
been a revolution,” Uvacek 
said. “Large, commercial 
feedlots have sprung up all 
across the nation and they 
now dominate the cattle 
feeding industry. In fact, 
we've only got 220 large, 
super large, feedlots in the 
United States righi now, but 
they account for 60 percent 
of all the cattle fed in the 
nation.” 

As in the early 1920s, 
there are few major meat 
packers. However, these 
packing firms are not the 
same four that dominated 
the industry 70 years ago. 
In fact, the four top packing 
firms are bigger and ac- 
count for more than three- 
fourths of the fed cattle 
slaughtered in the U.S. 

Retail stores are relying 
more and more on these 
meat packers. They are 
buying cuts and boxed beef. 
I'ew have butchers who 
actually cut the meat for 
the retail meat counters, 
Uvacck said. At the same 
time, demand for beef by 
hotels, restaurants and 
institutions has grown as 
the U.S. becomes more of 
an eating-out socicty. The 
IIRI trade, as these hotels, 
restaurants and institutions 
are known, are the major 
users of beef. They want a 
consistent and regular sup- 
ply of beef and are more 
concerned with how it is 
prepared than with changes 
in the price of meat. 

The cow/calf operators 
have changed the least. The 
majority are still very small, 
with about 81 percent of 
the operations in the nation 
raising less than 50 head of 
cattle.

live weight of cattle, up 
between 44 and 51 pounds 
per head compared with 
last year. The result -- a 6 
percent jump in beef pro- 
duction from a year ago, 
but not a great change from 
previous years. 


This supposedly occurred 
because of a big increase in 
beef production. However, 
cattle slaughter was up only 
1 percent in April, 2 per- 
cent in May and less than 1 
percent in June. The biggest

Teacher Education 
Reform To Be 
Topic Of Hearings 

A commillee of the 
Maryland Higher I-ducation 
Commission recently held 
the first of three scheduled 
public hearings on teacher 
education reform in Mary- 
land. 

Proposed reforms would 
require new teachers to 
concentrate on academic 
subjects in college and then 
participate in an intensive 
internship to study teaching 
under the supervision of 
experienced teachers and 
college education faculty. 

“Yoday’'s teachers need to 
know more about the sub- 
jects they teach and more 
about how to be effective 
teachers,” said Shaila R. 
Acry, the secretary of high- 
er education. "The reforms 
being discussed would allow 
new teachers to master the 
subject they will teach and 
also develop the profession- 
al expertise their difficult 
job demands.” 

The reforms would also 
provide teachers presently 
working in Maryland public 
schools with expanded op- 
portunities to include sub- 
ject-area studies as part of 
their ongoing professional 
development. 

The Maryland Higher 
L:ducation Commission be- 
gan discussing teacher edu- 
cation reform in 1990 as it 
prepared to publish a state- 
wide plan for postsecondary 
education. A task force 
created in 1991 recommen- 
ded sweeping changes in 
teacher education, Aery 
said. 

The commission then di- 
rected Acry to develop a 
detailed blueprint for re-

Population In 
Public Schools 
Expected To Rise 


Marvland Office of Plan 
ning Director Ronald M 
Kreitner recently an- 
nounced that Maryland's 
public school population is 
expected to increase by 
13% over the next 10 years. 
The student population in 
Garrett County is expected 
to increase by 2.9%, accord- 
ing to the report released 
by Kreitner. 

According to planning 
office projections, enroll- 
ment in kindergarten 
through grade 12 in the 
state’s public school systems 
is expected to peak at 
853,504) in the year 2001. 
his is just over 100,000 
more students than the 
1993 enrollment of 753,379. 
By the year 2003, public 


school enrollments — are 
expected to have declined 
slightly to 851,000. The 


forecast is contained in a 
recently published planning 
document titled = "Public 
School Enrollment Projec- 
tions -- 1994-2003." 

Kreitner said two strong 
demographic factors have 
shaped the recent and pro- 
jected growth in Maryland's 
enrollment of public school 
students; the greater num- 
ber of births during the late 
80's and early 90's and the 
interstate migration into 
Maryland of new house- 
holds with children, particu- 
larly in the latter vears of 
the 1980's. 

At the jurisdiction level, 
public school enrollment 
and facility requirements 
are also affected by intra- 
state and intra-jurisdictional 
migration trends. These 
trends have resulted in the 
general movement of fami- 
lies with children from the 
older, urban areas and 
inner suburbs to the outer 
suburbs and newer, subur- 
ban counties. 

"Maryland’s public school 
systems are continuing to 
educate a sizeable share of 
our children. This growth 
does not come without 
consequences,” Kreitner 
said. "The building of new 
schools and the additions 
and renovations of existing 
schools to meet student 
necds are expensive infra- 
structure investments borne 
by state and local govern- 
ment. The answer is to plan 
how to get the most usage 
out of existing school facili- 
ties to minimize future costs 
to Marylanders.” 

According to the projec- 
tions, Howard County will 
have the largest percentage 
increase of public school 
students in the state, going 
from 34,281 in 1993 to over 
46,000 students in the year 
20003, a 34% jump. lreder- 
ick, Calvert, and Charles 
counties are also expected 
to register increases of over 
25°) of more. 

Only Allegany and Som- 
erset counties and Balti- 
more City are expected to 
have fewer students in the 
year 2003 compared to 1993 
enrollments. 

Garrett County's enroll- 
ment in 1988 was 4,097, 
which decreased to 5,013 in 
1993. The projected enroll- 
ment in the vear 2003 is 
5,160.

At 53,000 acres, the Savage River State Forest is 
Maryland’s largest. The variety of habitats found from its 
stream valleys to ridge tops support an incredible diversity 
of plant and animal life. 

In order to properly manage such a large natural 
resource, access is a must! As such, over 200 miles of 
roads crisscross the Savage River State Forest. These 
roads provide access for forest and wildlife management 
personnel as well as forest visitors. 

‘Twenty percent of the roads in Savage River are county 
maintained and are used by the general public in their 
daily commutes through the forest. 

The rest of the roads located in the state forest are 
maintained by the Maryland State Forest and Park 
Service. More than 80% of these are open year-round, 
allowing access for MVA licensed vehicles. Hunters, 
naturalists, photographers, and just plain outdoor enthusi- 
asts enjoy the access to various sites in the state forest 
afforded by these roads. 

Twenty percent of these state forest roads are gated 
either year-round or during certain seasons. Roads are 
gated to protect the forest resource in various ways: to 
promote road stabilization, enhance wildlife management 
practices, deter poachers, discourage trespassing on 
adjacent private lands, provide recreation and to protect 
State forest facilities. Roads gated on a seasonal basis are 
usually opened to allow hunting and firewood collection 
during the fall. 

Below is the road opening schedule for September 1994 
through January 1995. The State Forest Manager reserves 
the right to change the schedule, as necessary. If you have 
any questions concerning these openings, please call the 
Savage River State Forest Headquarters at 301-895-5759. 

On a final note, please keep in mind to never park in 
front of a closed gate! By blocking the road, you hamper 
the rescue, firefighting and enforcement efforts of your 
State Forest Rangers. Don’t slow the Ranger's response 
time...remember, you may be the hunter or hiker who 
needs emergency help!

Populism: The Missing Ingredient 

Ihe folks in my community will head for the polls next 
Tuesday. As I evaluate the various candidates, I scratch 
my head. ‘The labels “Democrat” and "Republican" don't 
seem to mean much anymore. To be sure, neither has 
ever had an absolute meaning, but they used to indicate 
about as much as chocolate and vanilla when buying ice 
cream. ’ 

Of course, the fiercest partisans of both parties tell us 
they are still as different as chocolate and vanilla. Hach 
box keeps its separate label, but inside, the political ice 
cream looks and tastes like neapolitan, that is, both flavors 
with a little strawberry thrown in. : 

“When the sun goes down, the good guys get together, 
said Robert Strauss, former Chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee and former Ambassador to Russia 
appointed by Republican President George Bush. In other 
words, the insiders (also known as "good old boys") run 
our country. The partisan infighting has nearly become a 
charade. ~ . 

Missing from mainstream American politics today 1s 
populism. At the most basic level, populism and democra- 
cy mean the same thing, the former derived from Latin 
and the later term from Greek. The people rule and 
should rule because a wisdom inheres in the people. Of 
course, people collectively can be wrong just as people 
singly can be right. 

Ihe premise of populism or democracy is that the 
people taken as a whole are more likely to be right than 
any individual or committee of individuals. In our form of 
government we provide a safeguard against radical and 
usually temporary swings of opinions in the community of 
the whole. We make ours a government of representative 
populism, or, as one political statement puts it, a democ- 
racy in a republic. 

The irony of missing this ingredient is that both our 
major parties were born in populism. The Democrats 
celebrate their populist roots at Jefferson and Jackson 
dinners. The Republican Party began because the Demo- 
crats had become the expression of the establishment. 
Republicans celebrate their populist roots at annual 
Lincoln Day dinners. Lincoln had not been dead two years 
before the people who sent him to Washington realized 
that the establishment had taken over their populist party. 

For the S50 years following the Civil War populism was 
the movement that struggled with the establishment in 
both parties, and for a time, found its expression as a 
party itself. The Grange, a fraternal order formally known 
as the Patrons of Husbandry, continues as an institutional 
reminder of 19th century populism. It was a movement of 
ordinary people who were primarily agricultural and rural. 
A distinct characteristic of American populism is the 
rootedness of the people in the soil out of that relation- 
ship they spun a social, political and economic agenda. 

One writer opens his article on American populism 
with an air of puzzlement: populism produced "...a radical 
socioeconomic agenda from what was corsidered the most 
conservative class in American society." Some of the 
populist goals would still be reckoned radical today, like 


the abolition of, national banks. Other planks of the 
platform have become meaningless, like the free coinage 
of silver (though, in a sense, President Nixon accom- 
plished most of that goal when he took our country off 
the gold standard). 

Many of the populist goals were achieved, and have 
become commonplaces of American life: the eight-hour 
workday, direct election of Senators (most folks have 
forgotten that the state legislatures used to elect the U.S. 
Senators) and the rural free delivery of mail. f am sorry to 
say that the income tax was part of the populist platform-- 
nobody’s perfect. 

After World War I, the populist movement lost its 
energy, precisely because so many of its goals had been 
achieved. Nothing takes the wind out of your sails quite 
like success. In large measure, the two-party system was 
perpetuated because both parties adopted much of the 
populist platform. 

Today, populism is an underground movement. There 
are a few populist organizations and even some populist 
politicians, but mainline American politics is missing the 
populist impetus. No one has summed up the circum- 
stance better than Senator Jay Rockefeller (that’s John D., 
IV, great grandson of the oil baron) when he said regard- 
ing healthcare reform, “It doesn’t matter if the people 
don’t want it, we’re going to do it anyway.” Perhaps. 

Whether Rockefeller was specifically right or not, his 
statement of establishment arrogance may well foreshad- 
ow the revival of populism. In America, it’s still the 
people, not the politicians, who count.

The dates and bag limits 
for the 1994.95 waterlowl 
seasons chosen by Maryland 
Department’ of Natural 
Resources (DNR) have 


been sent to. the United

Service (USI WS) for 
approval and regulatory

"These seasons and bag 
limits are designed to 
maximize hunting opportu- 
nity while continuing to 
allow waterfowl populations 
to increase,” Brown said. 
Before making a final 
decision on the season 
selections, DNR’s Wildlife 
Division held three public 


meetings to share with the

Household Help 


by John Amantea 





Q. The exterior of my home's 
foundation is poured concrete and 
cinder block. The majority of what 
is exposed is the rough face of the 
block. I currently have an exterior 
paint that covers the entire foun- 
dation, but would like to use a ce- 
ment mortar finish. I don't have 
any erosion or damage to the walls, 
other than some peeling paint. Can 
you give me a method on how to 
finish my foundation? 

A. There are several ways to apply 
a mortar finish such as smooth, 
rough or stucco texture. However, 
before you even begin your resurfac- 
ing job, there are some steps that you 
will need to follow. 

Generally, the first step to take is to 
scrape all peeling paint with a large 
putty knife. Any other loose or bub- 
bled paint can be removed with a 
wire brush. If the surface of most of 
the foundation has a slightly porous 
look, that will be pertect adhesion for 
the mortar finish. Next, be sure that 
all material is completely brushed 
off the walls because a cement sealer 
will be needed before the mortar. If 
a power washer and cleaner 1s avail- 
able, this will provide a shortcut to 
your preparation for the finish. 

Since you chose a cement mortar 
finish, a thin sealant that contains 
silicone or epoxy is recommended 
for waterproofing purposes. This 
product is best applied with a large 
masonry brush and use it liberally A 
second coat is not usually necessary 
and even then, only tn situations 
where the block wall is extremely 
porous. Allow at least 48 hours to dry 
and apply this product only in clear 
weather 

Your last step is to mix some ce- 
ment and sand to create mortar If 
you are unsure of the proper com 
bination or mix, ask your local home 
improvement dealer when you pur 
chase the products. As I mentioned 
earlier, you can choose from several 
types of mortar finishes 

NOTE: As with any cement or 
concrete work, be sure to peri- 
odically dampen the surface using a 
garden hose This will not only 
strengthen the adhered mortar, but 
aids in hastening the curing process 
Exterior painting can usually be 
started in approximately two weeks 
or more

ON NICOTINE: The good news 
is that dental implants are becoming 
more popular among folks who lose 
their natural teeth and, until relative 
ly recently, had to rely on dentures 
The cost of implants is becoming 
competitive with other dental ser- 
vices, which ts important for people 
on limited incomes. Implants act 
more like natural teeth. This means 
older people can, once again, eat raw 
vegetables, hard fruits and other 
foods they have had to eschew with 
dentures. Implants are also important 
tor helping to preserve facial con- 
tours. 

The bad news is tor those seniors 
who continue to smoke. Besides all 
the other nasty things nicotine does 
for people, the Academy of General 
Dentistry has reviewed studies that 
show smoking may jeopardize the 
success of dental implants. 

A study done by faculty members 
trom the University ot Calitornia at 
Los Angeles and at Dalhousie 
University in Nova Scotia shows 
that the overwhelming number of 
people whose implants failed were 
smokers 

Smoking appears to inhibit the 
healing process of the procedure, and 
also affects the bacteria fighting 
ability of white blood cells, which 
could lead to infection after implant 
placement 

If you are a smoker, quit the habit 
for any number of good reasons. If 
you feel you can't deal with quitting 
quite yet, it's recommended that you 
stop smoking for at least a week 
before implant surgery. You're also 
advised to abstain trom smoking or 
the use of any tobacco product for at 
least two months after surgery to 
allow the tusion of your jawbone to 
the implant to heal. 

And if you can do all this, then 
shouldn't that prove that you can 
quit, permanently?

The Marviand Commis- 
sion for Women recently 
released a document titled 
Profile of Manland Wonten: 
1980-1990, he report pres- 
ents a demographic and 
socio-economic protile of 
Marland women based on 
data from the 19800 and 
1990 United States Census- 
es, and includes both statis- 
tical information as well as 
brief descriptions of trends 
over time in marriage and 
childbearing patterns, edu 
cation, employment, temale 
headed families, poverty, 
and older women, 

The report presents data 
tor the entire state of Mary- 
land, as well as profiles of 
cach of the 2 counties and 
Baltimore City. It highlights 
the gains that women have 
made in terms of their 
rising educational attain- 
ment, labor force participa- 
tion, and occupational 
status. It also indicates that 
women are — increasingly 
supporting their lamilies 
without a spouse present, 
often with incomes below 
the poverty line. 

In Garrett County, the 
proportion of local families 
headed by women increased 
modestly from 9.4% in 1980 
to 10.9% in 1990, but re- 
mained well below the state 
average of 18.2% in 1990. 
Also in 1990, 99.0 of local 
women aged IS and over 
were currently married, well 
above the state average of 
80.3%. 

Local women have in- 
creased their educational 
attainment since 1980, more 
likely in 1990 to Linish high 
school and attend college. 
However, the report indi- 
cates that compared to the 
rest of the state, Garrett 
County women lag behind, 
with higher rates of drop- 
ping out of high school and 
lower rates of college atten- 
dance and completion. 

Work force participation 
by local women has grown 
from 39.2% in 1980 to 
48.1% in 1990. The propor- 
tion of mothers with young 
children in the work force 
increased more dramatically 
from 33.1% in 1980 to

GROUND 
September 11, 1904 


Backpround Scripture: 
Joshua 3 through 4 
Devotiunal Reading: 
Hebrews 11 23,24 


Many scholars believe that the 
story of the crossing of the Jordan 
River by the Israclites under Joshua 
1s actually a kind of editorial“ past- 
job” of several accounts of the 
same event. That would explain 
why the story 1s rather confusing 
and chronologically disjointed 
For example: did God command 
that the twelve stones be set up as 
a memonial in the river (4:9), or at 
both places? 

Yet, despite this lack of clarity, it 
is obviot's that this event is one of 
great importance in the life of 
Israel. As Joshua himself puts 11, 
“For the Lord vour God dried up 
the waters of the Jordan for you 
until you passed over, so that all 
people of the earth may know that 
the hand of the Lord 1s mighty, 
that you may fear the Lord vour 
God forever” (4:23,24) 

PRESCRIPTION: AWE 

So, one purpose of this story — 
both for the people of Israel and 
also us—is to inspire a kind of 
holy fear of God. Whatever other 
attributes we find in our experi- 
ence of God, we nced to expen- 
ence also a sense of awe and rev- 
erence when we are confronted by 
God's magnuaticent power. Its not 
because God needs us to “ooh!” 
and “ah!” over him, but because 
we need it. We are like tic woman 
who went to her doctor with a 
Shopping list of physical com- 
plaints. After listening to her for 
quite a while, the doctor prescribed 
a weekend excursion to Niagara 
Falls “You need to take a long and 
luigering view of something much 
bigger than yourself,” he ex- 
plained And that’s why some-

But that doesn't mean that the 
Israelites were going tobe handed 
the crossing on a silver platter 
No, the whole event was going to 
require careful planning God 
would do his part, but the people 
would have to do their part, too 
Youand | are often faced with the 
same pragmatic situation There 
1S a goal to be achieved and God 
has promised to help us achieve 
that goal—but it also requires 
something on our part. Just as the 
people of Israel had to plan and 
prepare to cross this last physical 
barrier to the promised land, so 
we need to trust in God and make 
our plans accordingly Might it 
not be that one reason God seems 
unresponsive to our prayers for 
help ts that we want him to do 1t 
without any obligation on our 
part? 

This story and the story of Israel's 
crossing of the Red Sea in Exodus 
remind us that in ancient times 
the image of water was used to 
represent all that threatens hu- 
man beings 1n life. In our lives 
there are countless Red Seas and 
River Jordans that threaten us 
We find ourselves “in over our 
heads.” “up the creek without a 
paddle,” and at a point where we 
need to “sink or swim.” But from 
the most ancient of umes God 1s 
expenenced as the one who parts 
and pushes back these threaten- 
ing waters—1if we respond in faith 

In the midst of the Jordan tu-

ing sounds, and that he 
discovered the untapped 
potential of volunteer 


teachers. There in Lanao 
province the rallying cry of 
Each One Teach One was 
first heard. Word of Dr. 
Laubach’s successful literacy 
campaigns in the Philip- 
pines drew requests for 
assistance around the world, 
and as Dr. Laubach trav- 
eled, the "Laubach method" 
took form. At the same 
time he spared no efforts in 
pointing out the injustices 
suffered by the poor and 
hungry. He saw literacy as 
means of filling empty 
stomachs and preparing 
minds for sclf-rule. 

In 1955, Dr. Laubach 
founded Laubach Literacy 
International which contin- 
ues his work today through 
worldwide network of 
trained volunteers who 
enable illiterate adults to 
acquire the literacy skills 
they need to solve their 
daily problems. 

It was through the dili- 
gent efforts of several local

Church Women’s group, 
Ferne Beachy, Linda Buck- 
el, Beulah Moon, along 
with representatives from 
the Maryland State Depart- 
ment of Education and 
Specialist Library Informa- 
tion Services and Programs 
that work began in Garrett 
County concerning volun- 
teer tutoring in adult litera- 
cy. The MSDE furnished 
Laubach Way To Reading 
textbooks. The Literacy 
Council of Frederick Coun- 
ty came to Garrett County 
in June 1986, and assisted 
in laying the foundation of 
the Garrett County Council. 
In October 1986 the Fred- 
erick Council came to con- 
duct a tutor workshop for 
interested Garrett Coun- 
tians. Twenty persons were 
certified using the Laubach 
method "Each One ‘reach 
One." 

During this time officers 
were elected to a Board of 
Directors. Those founding 
members were Ferne Bea- 
chy, Thelma Swartzentru- 
ber, Nancy Railey, Beulah 
Moon, Joan  Sprangler, 
Edith Brock, Lorraine Led- 
den, Barbara Zaharoff, 
Sallie Thayer, Elizabeth 
Lohman, Bonnie’ Evans 
Tucker, and Linda Buckel. 
The Council received its 
charter from Laubach Inter- 
national in March 1987. 

Since 1987, the Literacy 
Council of Garrett County 
has grown by leaps and 
bounds. Over 60 members 
now claim interest in the 
Council. Many thousand 
hours have been spent 
tutoring and countless stu- 
dents have reccived assis- 
tance through the Council. 
Persons who are 16 years of 
age, adults and are out of 
school are eligible for the 
program. The Council, 
however, will give advice 
and assistance to anyone 
needing help. The main 
focus of services tends to be 
those that are the hardest 
to reach and with the low- 
est skill level. Those who 
complete the program are 
encouraged to enroll in 
Adult Basic Education to 
attain their GED. 

An important component 
of the literacy program is its 
insistence upon maintaining 
the confidentiality of the 
tutoring. Since one-to-one 
tutoring is the key feature, 
privacy is constantly 
stressed. When a student is 
referred or inquires with 
the Council, a tailored 
program is designed to 
mect the student's specific 
needs and goals. These 
needs could include: im- 
proved reading for job 
advancement, greater ability 
to shop, vote, read for 
pleasure, read to their 
children or grandchildren, 
read the Bible, obtain their 
driver’s license or be able to 
read their medication. 

It is estimated that 31% 
of Garrett Countians have 
not graduated from high 
school. By a conservative 
estimate, 3,660 adults can- 
not read and write well 
enough to live up to their 
native abilities at home or 
on the job. 

Laubach Literacy Action 
(I.LA) continually updates 
the training requirements 
for tutors and training cri- 
teria. This allows local pro- 
grams to integrate proven 
teaching techniques with ex- 
perimental ones to mect lo- 
cal needs. Over the years, 
LLA has placed more of 
the control of the training 
under the local Council's 
management, Local councils 
are encouraged to individu- 
alize training with an em- 
phasis on the specaitic needs 
of adult learners. 


The Garrett County 
Literacy Council retains the 
Laubach Way To Reading 
(LWR) as the core curricu- 
lum. The program allows 
persons with no previous 
teaching experience to suc- 
cessfully tutor adults in 
basic reading and writing 
skills. LWR is a multi-sen- 
sory approach to reading 
using visual, auditory, tac- 
tile, and kinetic techniques. 
The Council encourages tu- 
tors to meet the specific 
necds of the learners. 

For the past three years 
the Council has been 
awarded a grant from the 
State Department of Educa- 
tion through the Library 
Construction Act. The Ruth 
Enlow Library has been a 
catalyst in grant funding 
because libraries are the 
only agencies eligible to 
apply for this grant. At the 
end of this grant cycle, 
funding will no longer exist. 
The Literacy Council is in 
the process of searching for 
replacement funding so that 
Operations can continue and 
improve. The Literacy 
Council currently operates 
out of the basement of the 
Ruth Enlow Library in 
Oakland. 

Currently, the Council is 
run by a board of directors 
and literacy coordinator. 
This year’s Executive Board 
includes: Nate Motz, presi- 
dent; Bonnie Tucker, vice- 
president; Pat Newhall, 
secretary; Dr. Frank Custer, 
treasurer; Emily Ferren, 
Ruth Enlow Library direc- 
tor; a student representa- 
tive; and Brandon Scifert, 
literacy coordinator. Other 
officers and standing com- 
mittees also exist within the 
Board of Directors. Board 
meetings are held once a 
month.

New Interactive Network Expands 
Education Options For Area Nurses 


‘Three Western Maryland 
community colleges -- Gar- 
rett, Allegany and Hlagers- 
town -- have joined forces 
with the Maryland Board of 
Nursing to create a unique 
Opportunity for Maryland 
nurses. Nurses in need of a 
board-approved — refresher 
course will have the option 
of attending the course in 
their home communities 
using the new dis- 
tance-learning interactive 
classrooms recently installed 
in the three colleges. 

Faculty presenters Cindy 
Bridges of Allegany Com- 
munity College and Linda 
Hildenbrand of Hagerstown 
Junior College, along with 
college coordinators Donna 
Walbert and Sherry Camp- 
bell, both of ACC, Tom 
Kierstead of Garrett Com- 
munity College, and Ro- 
berta Niklewski of HJC, as 
well as students in the 
three-county region all met 
recently to learn more 
about this course using the 
new technology. 

Judy Mayer, Maryland 
Board of Nursing represen- 
tative also in attendance in 
the HJC classroom, had the 
Opportunity to meet stu- 
dents and faculty at ACC 
and GCC “over the net- 
work.” She noted that this 
system is “a first of its kind 
in Maryland" and reminded 
the audience that the state 
has a history of “firsts” for 
nurses, including being the 
first to grant prescriptive 
privileges for nurse practi- 
tioners. 

The Maryland Board of 
Nursing and Maryland com- 
munity colleges have a long 


history of working together 
to benefit nurses in the 
State, according to Ms. 
Mayer. Currently, many of 
the colleges offer board-ap- 
proved refresher courses to 
nurses through the continu- 
ing education departments 
at the colleges. 

With the advent of inter- 
active classrooms the west- 
ern region colleges saw an 
opportunity to serve rural 
nurses more effectively, 
Mayer said. In the past, 
courses frequently had to 
be cancelled due to insuffi- 
cient numbers in any one 
county to support a course. 
By combining enrollments 


the hkelihood of cancella- - 


tions will be greatly re- 
duced, she said. The first 


nursing ‘refresher eourse tom 


be carried over the network 
started Wednesday, Sept. 7, 
and will serve over 20 nurs- 
es in the region. 
Additionally, students 
benefit from the expertise 
of faculty presenters across 
the region and can interact 
with fellow students from a 
wider range of nursing 
backgrounds and experienc- 
es. Plans are being devel- 
oped to utilize the interac- 
tive network extensively for 
continuing education and 
credit courses for nurses in 
Western Maryland. 
Board-approved and pro- 
fessional association-en- 
dorsed courses are offered 
at ACC and HJC since the 
colleges are members of the 
Maryland Community Col- 
lege Consortium for Con- 
tinuing Education in Nurs- 
ing, or MCCCCI:N, a pro-

Rule-Of-Thumb” For A Nitrogen Check On Corn 

Some of our corn is starting into the early dent stage. 
This is a good time to check to see if you apptied the right 
amount of nitrogen. The following rule-of-thumb is used 
by Cornell University. Check the corn at the early dent 
stage. If the lower 3 to S leaves on the plant are dead the 
upper leaves remain medium to dark green, the right 
ration of nitrogen was used. If fewer than 3 lower leaves 
are dead and the top ones are dark green, the nitrogen 
rate was probably too heavy, and you could have gotten by 
with 20 to 40 Ibs. less nitrogen. If the leaves die up to or 
above the ear or the entire plant is light green and the 
leaves near the ear are yellow, too little nitrogen was used 
(or too much was lost). Do not use these guidelines in a 
drought year or confuse nitrogen deficiency with disease. 

Estimating Corn Yields 

There are several quick methods to estimate the yield 
of standing corn both for corn silage and for grain. 

* To estimate corn silage yields: 

1. Select representative areas in the field for sampling. 

2. Determine inches between rows (row spacing). 

3. Start midway between two plants, cut corn according 
to the following table:

* To estimate corn grain yields: 

Le Count the number of kernels per ear on several ears. 

2. Multiply this by the plant population. 

3. Divide by 90,000 to determine your rough estimate 
of grain yield in bushels per acre. Example: 

1. You counted the kernels on several ears in a field 
and determined that they average 380 kernels per ear. 

2. Your plant population is 26,000 per acre. 380 x 
26,000 = 9,880,000. 

3. 9,880,000 divided by 90,000 = 110 bushels per acre. 

Western Corn Rootworm 

The Western Corn Rootworm adult beetle is in the 
area. I would strongly advise you to check your fields now 
for their presence. If you find more than one adult beetle 
per plant, you will need to make rotation or eradication 
plans for next year. If none are present, you can save a 
few bucks oo next year’s corn crop.

Among 132 Killed In USAir Tragedy 


A national tragedy 
touched close to home last 
Thursday when a Garrett 
County business owner, 
along with 126 other pas- 
sengers and five crew mem- 
bers aboard USAir Flight 
427 from Chicago, died 
when the plane crashed 
seven miles from Pittsburgh 
International Airport. 

Deer Park resident Da- 
vid C. Huxford, $4, owner 
and president of Financial 
Computer Support, Inc., in 
Mountain Lake Park, was 
returning home from Chica- 
go where he had gone earli- 
er that day for a business 
meeting. He was the only 
Marvland resident aboard 
the flight. 

Huxford and his wife, 
Jerry, moved their business 
to Garrett County from Vi- 
enna, Va., in 196, and 
worked for a few years out 
of the basement of their 
home. In May 1993 the 
company opened its current 
10,000-square foot, two- 
story headquarters in the 
southern Garrett) County 
Industrial Park, and the 
number of employees grew 
from just three to more 
than 30 in nine years.

Nutrition In Our School Lunches 
The following was taken from a radio interview con- 
ducted recently with Ann Sherrard, Dietitian with the 
Garrett County Health Department. 

Undernutrition impacts the behavior of children, their 
school performance, and their overall cognitive dev elop- 
ment. Undernourished children are more susceptible to 
illness and therefore more likely to be absent from school. 
Children who attend school hungry have diminished

program, with a recommended standard of no more than 
30% of calories from fat being met in this year’s menus. 
This is currently a well-recognized goal with a lot of 
people now trying to watch fat intake or fat calories. 

To meet the goal of 30% of calories from fat, a menu 
planning session was organized to set up a six-week menu 
that will be cycled through the school year. Items that 
were high in fat were omitted or used only occasionally. 
Next. the menu was analyzed using a computer program 
called Nutritionist IV to determine exactly how much of 
each nutrient was in each day’s food items. Changes 
occurred in one of three ways, including: 1.) ordering 
different brands of a particular food, such as this year's 
fish sandwich, with lightly breaded fish with less fat, being 
used; 2.) putting new items on the menu. including a 
chicken fajita, turkey burger, and gniled chicken strips 
with dip: or 3.) changing recipes to use ingredients with 


less fat. 


To determine that there is only 30% of calories from 
fat in each menu, a time consuming process involving 
entering hundreds of products into the computer was 
used. The process involved obtaining the nutrient informa- 
tion from the manufacturers or from the data base of 
computer program if the food was common. From enter- 
ing item by item, a total for each day’s menu and a 
for each week was determined. Once the analysis was 
completed, it became relatively easy to add new items or 
make minor changes simply by deleting and adding the 


new information. 


This is not the first time changes have been made in 
the lunch program. Two years ago, a look at the a-la-carte 
program, sold in the middle and high schools separately 
from the regular lunch meal, made sure that only lood 
items with good nutritional value were offered. Following 
that change, participation in the program increased and 
the students responded positively to the changes. Because 
of that experience, Garrett County's program is optimistic 
about the success of the new menu items. 

The USDA guidelines state that the 30% of calories

Weaving is a skill and an 
art form for the Maya 
which predates the Spanish 
conquest of that area in 
1524. AD. Mayan women 
wove textiles for trade with 
the Aztecs before the 
arrival of the Spanish. 

Ihe pieces in this exhibit 
are of two basic types: 
blouses, belts and hairbands 
made by Mayan women on 
backstrap looms, a weaving 
process which predates the 
conquest; and skirts and 
other larger pieces woven 
by the Spanish after the 
conquest. The women’s 
work features designs, fig- 
ures, and motifs which are 
painstakingly worked into 
the weaving process.

In 
"The Freedom Bird,” a story 
from ‘Thailand printed in

Herman also told "How

Registry of Historic Places 
and designated a National 
Historic Landmark, the 
Chautauqua = Institution 
offers a nine-week season 
of cultural and popular 
performances, — including 
symphony, opera, theater 
and dance, as well as lec- 
tures and worship services 
presented by many of to- 
day's well-known thinkers. 

Herman also taught at 
two universities this summer

Q. Lown a modest single-family 
home and am in the process of 
finishing the entire basement. The 
square footage of the basement is 
quite small (about 600 square feet) 
and nicely tailored. [am now plan- 
ning to install carpet in the family 
room where family and friends 
can entertain. The basement is 
below grade level, which raises my 
question of a rug installation. 
What are the necessary steps I 
must follow to successfully install 
my carpet? 

A. A finished basement can tum a 
gray walled and cement floor dwell 
ing into a secondary living and party 
area. Installing a carpet will only en- 
hance that and make the room very 
co7y 

Before you lay the rug on that cold 
conerete, you must follow. several 
important steps. Make sure the foun 
dation does not leak water or create 
condensation. Although you didn't 
mention any water problenis, there ts 
always that potential for trouble. One 
method of damp proofing and 
waterproofing is to install 
polyethytcne sheeting on the floor 
Generally, a 3nim thickness is ade 
quate to lay on the concrete slab. If 
you buy this product ina roll, just 
spread it out and either measure or 
just cut it from wall to wall Apply 
ing small tabs of two-sided sticky 
tape will keep the comers from flip 
ping up. If any moisture problems do 
arise, this will prevent dampness 
rising to the surface 

Presuming your family room is 
basically square and free of such 
obstacles as a furnace and/or hot 
water heater, you are ready to begin 
the actual carpet installation 

The next step 1s to prepare the in 
stallation of exterior plywood panels 
or flooring. This may seem expen 
sive but you'll be mistaken If you 
don't take this step, youll have a 
cold Noor and may possibly damage 
the carpet [V's also mmperative to sur 
face the masonry nails you use to 
secure the plywood 

The final step is to mistall tickless 
strips along the enure perimeter ot 
the room. These strips are so named 
because they replace the old metho 
of nailing through the carpeting 
Padding 1s itistalled beneath all types 
of carpeting, except those with a 
cushion back The rest of the yob ts 
the actual laying down of the carpet 
over the padding

IT MIGHT AS WELL BE 
SPRIG 

For hundreds of years, fortune 
tellers have tried to tell the future by 
reading the leaves in the bottom of a 
cup of tea. It has always been con- 
sidered good fortune to find a whole 
leaf unfolded in the cup 

In mid-19th-century America, 
white ironstone china was popular 
for everyday use. It was made in 
England after 1813 and decorated in 
many ways, including a tea leaf 
design that became popular by the 
1850s. The original pattern, depict 
ing a sprig with three leaves and a 
bud, was painted on the dishes in 
copper luster and later in brown 
glaze. The shape of the dishes varied, 
a did the drawing of the leaves. 

At least 50 companies in England 
and the United States made the pat 
tern. Look for the variations, some 
may have up to five leaves, which 
vary in shape from saw-toothed to 
smooth. There are also ironstone pat 
terns that use the silhouctte of a leaf 
or flower 

Collectors try to assemble sets of 
matching and near-matching 
ironstone dishes with the tea leaf pat 
tem. Perhaps a full unfolded leaf on 
the china is as lucky as a real leaf in 
the cup.

Q. What is Chinese Export sil- 
ver? I saw a tea set in a shop that 
had huge American eagles as part 
of the design. The dealer told me it 
had been made in China and was 
very old. 

A. Silver has been made in the 
Orient for customers in the United 
States and Europe for more than 300 
years. During the initial period of 
trading (1680-1842), sailing ships 
from Europe carried back ceramics, 
furniture, textiles, silver, paintings 
and prints, and other items made 
specifically forthe European market 
The designs were often a blend ol the 
Oriental and Western — for ex- 
ample, a chair in a Queen Anne 
shape with carved Oriental trim 

From 1842 to 1900, many more 
pieces were made. Your silver 

probably dates from that period. 
Eagles and flags were popular 
designs on the pieces that were made 
for the American market 

Chinese Export ware continues to 
be manufactured today. The term 
“Export ware” cignifies that it was 

made in Hong Kong or China, most 
likely in Guangzhou (Canton) or 
Shanghai. It does not indicate a date, 
however.

If. during the Desert Storm war 
against lag, President Bush had 
sent a ditective to General 
Schwartzkoph saying, “God has 
told me to instruct our forces to 
circle Baghdad and march around 
itonce a day for six days and seven 
times on the seventh. “, | doubt 
that the general would have obeyed 
his Conunander-in-Chief, And if 
that order had been made pubhic 
knowledge, the President of the 
United States would have been 
laughed out of office 


Why? Because, although many 
peopie in this country believe the 
Biblical account of the Battle of 
Jericho in Joshna 6, they do not 
expect God to work in that same 
way in our world today Not even 
the most literal-aninded interpret- 
ers of the Bible would castigate 
our President for failing to follow 
such a “revelation” 


One way of rationalizing the 
difference between Biblical times 
and our own fimes is called 
“dispensationalism”— the theory 
that Biblical times were of a dif- 
ferent dispensation or order than 
now In Biblical times, so this 
theory goes, God worked directly 
inthe world. In our dispensation, 
he dees not Thisisa rather clever 
rationahzation, but there is no 
Biblical or creedal basis for it

Still, there are times in life when 
reasonandciear thinking can only 
take us so far Sometimes when 
we have thought our best thoughts 
they do not solve our problems 
One of my recurring delusions in 
life has been the assumption that 
if one asks “why” or “how” long 
cnough an answer will be given 
God has answered a lot of my 
“whys” and “hows”, but there have 
been some to which noanswer has 
been given — at least on this side 


of life

It is then, whe. we have taken 
our God-given intellect as far as 
wecan. that we must take the next 
step: “Trust and Obey,” as the old 
hymn puts it, There are times 
when, despite what reason tells 
us, we must listen to and trust the 
voice that tells us todo something 
whichreason docsn'l scein to sup- 
port: trust someone who has been 
untrustworthy, forgive someone 
who has severely huit us, keep on 
trying even though so far our cf- 
forts have failed, attempt what 
seems impossible or at least very 
unlikely 


Reason told Abraham that il was 
idiocy to leave his secure home in 
Haran and journey to a strange 
land of which he knew nothing 
Clear thinking probably did not 
encourage Moses to take over the 
leadership of the Israclites. It was 
irrational to expect Isaiah to come 
to the people with a message he 
knew would make people angry 
But each responded to these chal- 
lenges, not because their minds 
told them it was a good idea, but 
because they had an unshakable 
conviction that that was what God 
wantod 


There have been times in my life 
when God has said to ine, “Trust 
me” and then told me to do some- 
thing that didn’t seem very smart 
I cannot recall that | have ever 
trusted and obeyed and been Ieft 
holding the bag 


So, there are times when, if God

To Bay Checkoff 
Top $1 Million 


Maryland State Comp- 
troller Louis 1... Goldstein 
said that about 65,000 
Maryland taxpayers contrib- 
uted $1,036,960 to the 
Chesapeake Bay and [in- 
dangered Species Trust 
Fund on current and prior 
year state income tax re- 
turns filed during fiscal year 
1994, which is $30,000 more 
than in the previous fiscal 
year. 

The comptroller noted 
that the $1,036,960 was 
shared equally by the Ches- 
apeake Bay Trust and the 
Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources. 

"The current contribu- 
tions mark one of the most 
successful years for the 
checkoff program. It’s a 
clear barometer of how 
committed Marylanders are 
to our environment and the 
Chesapeake Bay - even as 
Maryland recovers from the 
recession,” Goldstein said. 

Ihe comptroller noted 
that contributions by tax- 
payers exceeded the 
million-dollar — threshold 
every year except two since 
the program began in 1988. 
"Most states experience a 
falloff in contributions after 
the first year of a tax check- 
off program, so we should 
be proud of Maryland’s 
program," he said. 

One hundred and _thir- 
teen Garrett County taxpay- 
ers contnbuted a total of 
$1,439.29, for an average of 
$12.74 per donor. 

Montgomery County led 
the way in donations, with 
the largest number of tax- 
payers contributing (14,501) 
and the largest amount 
contributed ($265,845). 
Baltimore County had the 
second largest number of 
taxpayers contributing 
(9,240) and the second 
largest amount contributed 
($140,587), while Prince 
George’s County came in 
third, with 9,151 contribut- 
ing $120,478. 

Howard County showed 
the highest percentage of 
participation, with 4.9% of 
its taxpayers contributing to 
the fund. 


The highest average 
contributions came from 
Queen Anne’s County, 


where taxpayers donated an 
average of $1849. Mont- 
gomery countians donated 
the second highest average 
of $18.33. The statewide 
average was approximately 
$15, a dollar more than last 
year. 

"About 3.2% of taxpayers 
contributed to the fund, 
compared with a 2.2% 
participation rate last year,” 
the comptroller said. 

Taxpayers contribute to 
the fund on line 63 of their 
Maryland long or short 
income tax form and reduce 
the amount of their refund 
or add to any additional tax 


they owe. Contributions 
made on tax returns filed in 
1994 are deductible on 


federal and state income tax 


forms filed next year, if 
taxpayers itemize deduc- 
tions. 


Contributions to the fund 
are divided equally between 
the Chesapeake Bay Trust 
and the Department of 
Natural Resources. The 
Chesapeake Bay Trust uses 
its funds to provide grants 


to groups ranging from 
scientific organizations 
doing research to local 


community groups planting 
marsh grass. More than 
1,100 such grants have been 
awarded. The Department 
of Natural Resources uses 
its funds for endangered 
species habitat projects and 
hongame protection pro- 
grams.

© required to ensure a sale 
lood supply, according to 
testimony delivered recently 
by the Amerikan Farm 
Bureau at a USDA food 
safety forum) in Philadel- 
phia 

New Jersey Farm Bureau 
President Stephen George, 
a greenhouse and nursery 
operator, said Farm Bureau 
supports USDA's eltorts to 
modernize and improve the 
meat and poultry inspection 
system 

Farm Bureau, along with 
most segments of the meat 
industry, favors the hazard 
analysis critical control 
point (ITACCP) approach, 
“which builds safety into 
every step of the production 
process,” George said. 

"Improving food safety 
involves implementing pre- 
ventive control programs 
based on sound science,” he 
said. “Visual detection will 
not and should not be re- 
lied on to be the core of 
Our inspection system for 
the next century.” 

The need for research on 
a broad range of topics 
involving food-borne patho- 
gens is featured promi- 
nently in USDA's pathogen 
reduction program, George 
said. 

"Learning more about 
the origins of pathogens in 
the food supply is an essen- 
tial component of an 
HACCP program,” he said. 
"Assessing levels of risk and 
appropriate strategies for 
reducing that risk are only 
possible after sufficient 
research is conducted.” 

George cautioned that 
agricultural producers 


should not be hindered 


economically by new pro- 
duction requirements that 
are not matched by 


real 


IMprovements in food satety 
and quality. Ile said farmers 
and ranchers are receptive 
to new production methods 
that improve food salety. 

"For instance, livestock 
producers have — actively 
pursued improved methods 
of identifying individual 
animals as they move 
through =marketing — and 
processing,” he explained. 
"This desire for continuing 
information about the final 
yield and value of an ani- 
mal may be compatible with 
USDA’s goal of establishing 
a verifiable trace-back pro- 
cedure for — meat-borne 
problems.” 

He said USDA should 
make every effort to ensure 
that any system of animal 
identification is simple, 
requires minimum record- 
keeping and is inexpensive, 
since the producer will 
likely bear the cost of im- 
plementation. 

Consumer information 
programs and labeling in- 
formation are also neces- 
sary, George noted. "Any 
inspection program, no 
matter how good, cannot 
protect against mishandling 
by food preparers.” 

The food safety forum 
was held to provide an 
opportunity for farmers, 
consumers and other inter- 
ested parties to provide 
input on food safety issues.

And Health Week Announced 


September 18-24 has 
been designated as National 
Farm Safety and Health 
Week, the SIst anniversary 
of a special week to call 
attention to safety on A- 
merica’s farms and ranches. 

The 1994 theme, “Safety 
and Health: A Way of Life" 
underscores the importance 
of safety education to chil- 
dren and adults. 

According to the Nation- 
al Safety Council, 1,100 
peopte died on the job in 
the agriculture industry so 
far this year. Agriculture 
remains one of the most 
dangerous industries in the 
United States. 

"While we emphasize 
agricultural and farm safety 
throughout the year, Na- 
tional Farm Safety and 
Health Weck is the time to 
remind people in both rural 


How To Cope 
With Stress 
On The Farm 


Accidents are a major 
cause of death and injury 
among agricultural workers. 
A study by the National 
Institute for Occupational 
Safety and Health showed 
that farmers also have the 
highest rates of death as a 
result of stress-related con- 
ditions. Heart and artery 
disease, hypertension, ulcers 
and nervous disorders top 
the list of killers. 

America’s farmers and 
ranchers have to cope with 
more stress than the aver- 
age worker. Droughts, 
floods, pests, long hours, 
financial concerns and other 
complications can lead to 
feelings of isolation and 
frustration. 

Experts agree that there 
are steps people can take to 
help cope with stress in 
their lives. These are not 
meant as "instant solutions.” 

If one feels overwhelm- 
ed, there are many people 
and organizations available 
to listen and help. 

To help reduce stress, 
the West Virginia Universi- 
ty Extension Service and 
the National Safety Council 
suggest the following: 

* Acknowledge — that 
stress exists in your life. 

* Don’t minimize your 
reactions to stress. If you 
keep stress buried inside, it 
is likely to create mental 
and physical problems. 

* Talk about your prob- 
lems with family, friends, 
clergy or professional coun- 
selors. This will help you 
clear your head and focus 
on eliminating or reducing 
anxiety and stress-related 
ailments. 

* Eat well-balanced 
meals and try to limit caf- 
feine and alcohol intake. If 
you smoke, quil. 

* Get cnough sleep. If 
you have trouble sleeping, 
try light reading or listening 
to relaxing music. 

* Keep all machinery in 
good condition. Eliminating 
possible breakdowns will 
help reduce stressful mo- 
ments.

and urban areas about 
safety and health challenges 
faced by agricultural work- 
ers and farm residents and 
how to prevent accidents on 
farms and ranches,” stated 
Roger Richardson, chair- 
person of the Maryland 
State Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Ser- 
vice Committee. 

According to the Nation- 
al Safety Council, accidental 
deaths of farm residents 
have decreased the past ten 
years. From 1983 to 1993, 
the number of farm resi- 
dents killed in accidents 
declined to 2,400 from 
3,200. llowever, the number 
of farm residents killed 
increased 2,400 in 1993 
from 2,200 in 1992. 

National Farm Safety 
and Health week is co-- 
sponsored by the National 
Safety Council, the U-S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
and other national and local 
organizations. 


Women Face 
Many Challenges 
In Farm Life 


Statistics show that wom- 
en involved in agricultural 
work may be at an in- 
creased risk for certain 
types of accidents. While 
men are involved in more 
tractor rollovers, women are 
at a higher risk of being run 
over by tractors and other 
farm machinery, according 
to preliminary data from 
the National Safety Council. 
Farm and ranch experts say 
that women often assist 
their spouses by helping 
hitch equipment to tractors. 
This activity may expose 
them to injury or death. 

Another area of  in- 
creased risk for women is 
working with farm animals 
and livestock. Preliminary 
data from farm states shows 
women often tend livestock 
while men work with farm 
tractors and other machin- 
ery. As a result, women 
may suffer disabling injuries 
from farm animals. In order 
to prevent accidents, the 
National Safety Council 
reminds women who partic- 
ipate in farm chores to take 
preventive measures such as 
the ones offered below. 

* Wear clothing and 
safety gear that is appropri- 
ate for the tasks or chores 
at hand. Boots and shoes 
should be fully laced and 
loose clothing tucked in to 
prevent power take-off and 
equipment entanglements. 

* Keep your hair neatly 
tucked under head gear or 
tied up when working 
around wrap points such as 
power take-offs. 

* Be extremely careful 
when helping to hitch im- 
plements to tractors. Do 
not get caught in a tight 
location between a tractor 
and other farm machinery. 
learn the common hand 
signals associated with safe 
hitching procedures. 

* Always face unpredict- 
able livestock so you can 
watch them at all times.

larger farm animals such as 
bulls and horses may panic 
or become aggressive and 
inflict serious injury. Swine, 
especially sows with young 
pigs, can be very protective 
of their young and may 
injure a person when aggra- 
vated. 

* Do not go along as an 
"extra-rider” on a farm 
tractor, Bumpy, uneven 
ground, quick turns and 
excessive speed may in- 
crease your risk of falling 
and being run over by the 
tractor or trailing equip- 
ment.

Don’t Winter-Kill Your Alfalfa 
I believe we lose more alfalfa plants to winter-kill 
than we realize. This time of the year when you look out 
at that “lush” alfalfa field, it is very tempting to put it in 


= the barn. The odds are that would be a mistake for our 
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area. The last cutting of the season should be taken four 
to five weeks before a killing frost or after the plants have 
gone dormant. Cutting less than four weeks before a 
killing frost does not allow the alfalfa plant enough time 
for reserving and storing food for the spring growth. Also, 


« low fertility levels going into the winter can have a drastic 


effect upon plant hardiness. Keep in mind, for cach ton of 
alfalfa harvested this year you have removed approximate- 
ly 55 lbs. of nitrogen, $0 Ibs. of potassium, 30 Ibs. of 
calcium, 12 Ibs. of phosphorus, 6 Ibs. of sulfur, 6 Ibs. of 
magnesium and 1/4 Ib. of boron. 

What Happened To My Tomatoes? 

If your tomatoes looked pretty good one day and 
the next day they were dead, you have been invaded by 
the late blight. During the last week the blight has “wiped 
out" a lot of tomatoes in the area. In most instances, the 
tomatoes will rot very quickly. Then unripened green

That would be the one you 
should raise next year.

Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture Lewis R. Riley 
has announced that the 
Maryland Department of 
Agriculture in cooperation 
with the Southern United 
States Trade Association 
(SUSTA) is currently ac- 
cepting additional applica- 
tions for the 1994 Market 
Promotion Program (MPP) 
for value-added agricultural 
products. The branded 
portion of the MPP pro- 
vides matching funds to 
individual companies to 
promote high-value agricul- 


tural products marketed 
under brand names. The 
Market Promotion Program 
assists U.S. companies m 
exporting their agricultural 
products by sharing the cost 
of marketing and promo- 
tional activities. U.S. pro- 
duced branded foods, bev- 
crages, seafood, food sup- 
plements, pet foods, and 
intermediate products are 
cligible for SUSTA’s MPP 
branded. These products 
must be of at least 50 per- 
cent U.S. agriculture in 
origin by weight excluding 
added water and packaging. 
In addition, they may not 
be covered by another 
Foreign Agricultural Service 
cooperator, export incentive 
program, or state export 
program, or be covered in a 
“country by another MPP/- 
VAPP company. 

*s participation in 
the program enables Mary- 
land producers of high 
value agricultural products 
to increase their sales 
worldwide. Participating 
companies are able to enter 
and develop markets which 
may be too costly to pene- 
trate without the matching 
funds. Eligible activities 
include advertising, produc- 
tion of promotional materi- 
als, trade shows, and in- 
store merchandising, to 
name a few. 

These resources will be 
available to companies 
during the remainder F'Y-94 
(November 1, 1994 through 
April 30, 1995). The dead- 
line for receipt of applica- 
tions is September 15. A fee 
of $200 is required at the 
time of application. In 
addition, an assessment fee 
of four (4) percent of the 
approved MPP funding 
level is required when the 
contract is signed.

MDA Nutrient Management Program 


Maryland Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) Secre- 
tary Lewis R. Riley awarded 
34 new private consultants 


their certification in the 
Department’s Nutrient 
Management Program, 


bringing the total number 
of consultants to 219. Qual- 
ified individuals are certi- 
fied to provide farmers with 
state-approved nutricnt 
management plans. ‘The 
plans help manage animal 
wastes, commercial fertiliz- 
ers and urban sludge to 
prevent pollution of ground 
and surface waters. 

"Lach plan is site specific 
and provides farmers with a 
’prescription approach’ to 
fertilizer use so that nutri- 
ents applicd are used by 
crops and not lost to the 
environment,” explained 
Secretary Riley. "The goal is 
to make certain that crops 
are getting the right amount 
of nutrients at the right 
time in the growing season 
so that few, if any, unused 
nutrients escape.” 

Program participation 
has dramatically increased 
since its establishment in 
1989, when only 10 plans 
were in place. As of July 1, 
the Cooperative [:xtension 
Service’s consultants report 
that over 384,000 acres, 
25% of Maryland cropland, 
are covered under approxi- 
mately 5,000 nutrient man- 
agement plans. This does 
not include 1993-94 results 
due to MDA this fall, from 
the 117 private industry 
consultants, who were certi- 
fied for the first time last 
year. 
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“There is a long waiting 
list of farmers wanting to 
participate in the Nutrient 
Management Program, or 
have their current efforts 
certified in an official plan. 
I'm pleased to see that 
more technical support will 
now be available,” com- 
mented Secretary Riley. 

"Farmers know that 
sound nutrient management 
practices are good for the 
environment, and good for 
their business. This is a 
voluntary _ public-private 
program that works. We 
have no doubts that we will 
achieve our portion of 
Maryland’s 40 percent nu- 
trient reduction goal of the 
Chesapeake Bay Agree- 
ment.”

Senior Farmers 
Are At Risk 
On The Farm 


Older farmers and ranch- 
ers must deal with the ef- 
fects of aging just like ev- 
eryone else. However, the 
already dangerous work of 
farming can become more 
hazardous as farmers age. 
The quick onset of fatigue, 
reduced vision and slower 
reaction time that are part 
of the normal aging process 
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can increase risk among 
older agrwultural workers 
Also. many suffer 
permanent hearing loss and 
arthritis which can seriously 
impact’ safe job perfor- 
mance 

All these factors combine 
to increase risk among 
older farmers and ranchers. 
Research by the National 
Institute for Occupational 
Safety and Health has dem- 
onstrated that tractor driv- 
ers 65 years and older may 
be two to three times more 
likely to die in tractor acci- 
dents than persons in other 
age groups. A study con- 
ducted by Purdue Universi- 
ty farm safety specialists 
revealed an increased risk 
for older farm machinery 
operators because of arthri- 
tis. Arthritis limits the mo- 
bility of farmers and ranch- 
ers during many farm tasks. 

The National Safety 
Council recommends that 
older farmers and ranchers 
compensate for the normal 
aging process: 

* Have your vision 
checked by a doctor regu- 
larly. The aging process also 
can decrease peripheral 
vision which may affect 
driving performance. 

* Remember that vision 
is hampered the most at 
dawn and dusk; avoid riding 
tractors at these times. Be 
aware that older drivers’ 
eyes need more light to see 
well but also are more 
sensitive to glare. 


Get plenty of rest 
during planting, harvest and 
long work periods. lake 
frequent breaks to protect 
against fatigue and physical 
stress. Drink plenty of liq- 
uids and keep them avail- 
able in your work area 
Accidents are more hkely to 
occur after fatigue has set 
in 

* Use extreme caution 
when operating equipment. 
Be familiar with any medi- 
cation you take and its 
effect. on reaction time. 
Even over-the-counter 
medications can hamper 
reflexes and diminish alert 
ness, limiting your ability to 
operate farm tractors and 
machinery. 

* Make sure that a fami- 
ly member or fellow worker 
knows where you will be 
working. 

* Know your limitations. 
Don’t push your mind and 
body past their safe and 
healthy limits.

Education Board Hits Small Snag 
At Site, But Will Continue Plan 


Members of the Garrett 
County Board of Education 
met Tuesday for the regular 
monthly meeting and dis- 
cussed a small snag encoun- 
tered in a survey of the 
proposed site for the south- 
ern area elementary school. 
Despite the problem, which 
involves the usage of 
"emerging wetlands,” the 
board voted unanimously to 
move on with plans to ob- 
tain the site for the new 
school.

Although early election 
results released last Tues- 
day night showed Asa Mc- 
Cain Jr. leading Farl Clark 
Sr. in the democratic race 
for the office of District 
Three commissioner, the 
discovery and correction of 
a computer error revealed 
that Clark was the actual 
early leader. 

According to Fred Sand- 
ers, clerk of the Garrett 
County Board of Elections, 
a tentative tally compiled 
on the evening of last Tues- 
day’s gubernatorial primary 
election listed McCain with 
689 votes and Clark with 
681. 

However, a canvass con- 
ducted later in the week 
revealed that two voting 
machines in Deer Park had 
not totalled the votes 
received by Clark. After 
correcting this error, elec- 
tion officials realized that 
Clark actually had earned 
742 votes, thus giving him 
in the early lead, Sanders 
stated. 

After absentee ballots 
were counted, Clark retain- 
ed his lead over McCain. In 
the final tally, Clark, with 
764 votes, defeated McCain, 
who earned 721. 

In the close race between 
Republican District Two 
commissioner candidates 
Lawson Duckworth and 
Clyde Hetrick, the addition 
of absentee ballots was 
unable to derail Hetrick’s 
early lead. Flection night 
results placed Hetrick 
ahead of Duckworth, 848 to 
S38. After absentee votes 
were compiled, Hetrick re- 
tained his lead with &8&6 
votes to Duckworth’s 874.

i. No strike, unless 23 of 
the employees working at 
GCMH vote to authorize it. 

j. Employees will not be 
affected should any other 
facility represented by 
UI-CW go on strike. 
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6) When you attend the 
debate, solicit both parties 
to guarantee in writing what 
they pledge. Will they? 

7) It has been confirmed 
by administration that se- 
niority means unequivocally 
nothing (even though it 
states in the Policy Book if 
lay-offs should occur, it will 
be on seniority basis). Obvi- 
ously, there is no job securi- 
ty.

Sunday, September 18, was the International Day of 
Pray and Action for Human Habitat. Garrett County 
Habitat for Humanity, Inc., has been in Garrett County 
since 1983. The organization is in the process of finishing 
its 26th home and needs to have its 27th home under roof 


before winter. 


Habitat is dedicated to its mission to eliminate substan- 


dard housing for all God's people in need. Families who 
do not qualify for Farmers Home, Maryland Bond, or any 
other conventional loans may be eligible for a Habitat 
home. The family must complete an application and 
provide proof of income to begin the review process. 
Families are visited by two Family Selection Committee 
members to checkout their need for a new home. This 
visit starts a lengthy process, which may lead to home- 
ownership or suggestions of other places that may be of 
assistance. 

Habitat is a hand up, and not a hand out. Families 
must complete S00 “sweat equity” hours on other Habitat 
projects, of which 300 hours must be completed betore the 
house is finished and 200 hours after they move into the 
home. 

Habitat is not a government-funded program. Dona- 
tions from individuals, churches, businesses, and private 
foundations are Habitat’s only means of income. 

Volunteers are the lifeblood of Habitat’s operation. 
There are many ways to get involved, from serving on a 
committee to building homes. Experienced volunteer 
builders to help us in specialty areas ot building, such as 
masonry, electrical, and plumbing, are a major need 
Volunteers who want to use a hammer, saw, or paint 
brush are always on demand

My Window

A FLOCK IN EVERY YARD 

Of the 10 hens in my backyard flock four were hatched 
early in 1989. They are Barred Plymouth Rocks, charcoal 
grey birds with fine, horizontal lines of white. Their large 
size makes them the choice breed for meat as well as 
eggs. These hens are survivors of a flock of 17. A few of 
the original number I lost to natural causes. The balance 
departed this life in the teeth of a fox. 

A nearly six-year-old laying hen is unheard of in the 
commercial egg business. Liven in a backyard flock, my 


_ guess is that is my hens might win a prize for longevity. 


Indeed, I have intended for quite some time to dispatch 
the final four, and enjoy chicken corn soup and chicken 
pot pie. 

One reason they are still laying eggs is that I haven't 
had time to kill and clean them. Another reason I haven't 
killed them is that, when I do have time, they are sull 
laying cggs. 

I don’t mean to tell you that those four old biddies lay 
up to the standard they once set, nor that they lay as well 
as the six Rhode Island Reds which brother Eric hatched 
out for me earlier this year. Among the four of them they 
manage to lay an egg or two a day which is just enough to 
keep my hand away from the hatchet. 

If 1 bought all their feed, they probably couldn’t pay 
their keep at that rate. The fact is that | augment the 
purchased mash and grain with table scraps and leftovers 
from the garden. They scavenge some of their own food 
every afternoon when we let them run the yard. And now 
that our tenant is chopping corn we will glean carcorn 
from the ends and corners of fields. 

Together the 10 hens have been producing about four 
dozen eggs a week. That’s cnough for us and some to 
share. An aunt suggested that | make sure nobody was 
adding eggs to the nests to fool me, as my Grandfather 
Wilson did to my grandmother many long years ago. 
When my grandmother told her brother, a great chicken 
man, about her booming production, he commented only, 
"Ihat’s wonderful, Lucy. The only problem is that you 
have more eggs than chickens.” So far, I haven't had that 
problem. 

Many experts in agriculture, both practical and thcoret- 
ical, scotf at the backyard flock, the garden, the home 
orchard and other means of raising one’s own food. They 
smile condescendingly upon it as a hobby. To the goal of 
self-reliance through food production, the standard answer 
is that it can all be purchased more cheaply at the store. 
Even if that were true (and [ don’t believe it is) it would 
be only a partial truth. 

It is not cheap if I am buying meat or vegetables from 
central and South America which had DDT applied to it 
for insect control. It is not cheap if hormones were used 
to stimulate growth, or chemicals were used for weed or 
pests. 

It is ironic that farmers have been largely persuaded to 
abandon the first purpose of farming, namely to live off 
the farm. Until a few decades ago the farm family con- 
sumed what it raised first, and then sold the excess as cash 
crops. Today most farm families depend on the grocery 
store and the shopping mall as much as anyone else. Some 
folks think that is progress. | am not among them. 

Production agriculture -- that’s when you raise every- 
thing to sell and keep nothing to cat -- scems to me like 
throwing out the baby and saving the bathwater. All 
production agriculture has accomplished is to move 
people off the farm. In 1910 there were a 100 million 
people in this country, of which 33 million lived on farms. 
In 1990 there were 240 million Americans. Four million of 
us lived on farms. We went from being a third of the 
population to less than two percent. Thanks to production 
agriculture the American farmer is an endangered species. 

Lots of things need doing to revive farming in America. 
An essential thing is to restore homestead agriculture to 
the farm. That is to re-establish the first reason for 
farming, to provide for one s own household from the 
gardens and fields of the farm. 

Brother Eric has more hens than | do, and he keeps a 
rooster so he can keep us both in hens. He also has a 
six-month old Jersey heifer staked out in his yard. At 
present he is transforming her shed into a structure that 
looks a good deal more like a barn. We share books like 
Raising the Homestead Hog and Root Cellaring. 

We are relearning the lessons our grandparents knew 
by heart and which experts taught our parents to forget. 
It does not matter if the Department of Agriculture or the 
Internal Revenue Service considers us farmers, because we 
know we are.

To the Editor: 

I can’t believe I made 
such a huge blunder! In my 
ress release to The Repub- 
ican newspaper which 
appeared in last weck’s 
issue, I stated that this 
years “Life Chain is a 
peaceful, prayerful time of 
reflection on the thirty 
thousand lives lost to abor- 
tion since the legalization of 
abortion in the United 
States.” The actual figure 
should have been thirty 
million lives. In our country, 
a child dies to abortion 
every 20 seconds. That's 
three per minute, 183 each 
hour, 4,384 every day, 
131,520 children killed each 
month, 1.5 million lives 
snuffed out every year. 

Much of my article was 
edited out, but I believe 
many people would like to 
know the rest of it. The 
purpose of the chain is “to 
pray for personal forgive- 
ness, for the protection of 
unborn children and their 
mothers, for abortionists 
lost in spiritual darkness, 
for politicians and jurists, 
and for unity and commit- 
ment among God's people.” 

It continued, "According 
to national director, Royce 
Dunn, the Chain’s primary 
purpose is to minister to 
the participants themselves. 
We must acknowledge our 
past failures to defend and 
aid the victims of abortion, 
both child and mother. We 
must also aid women who 
have had abortions and who 
may have been victims of 
boyfriend or husbands’ 
demands.” Dunn insists that 
women bear too much of 
abortion’s stigma, while 
men bear too little, and he 
sees pro-lifers as the true 
defenders of women’s 
rights. "Abortion terminates 
pregnancy with the death of 
a child,” says Dunn. "It does 
not terminate motherhood, 
and women intuitively know 
and endure this painful 
truth. The current abortion 
era is the darkest period in 
our nation’s history, and it 
will end when a sufficient 
number of Christians de- 
clare that the killing must 
not continue. Abortion’s 
prey on women and chil- 
dren defiles God’s holiness 
and disgraces any nation 
that permits it.”

Foster Care 
Review Board 
Seeking Members 


The local Toster Care 
Revicw Board is currently 
in need of volunteers to 
serve on the board, which 
reviews area foster care 
situations once a month 

According to a release 
from the Marland Citizen 
Board tor Review of Foster 
Care of Children, the case 
plans of over 5,500 
Maryland children in foster 
care are reviewed every six 
months, with local boards 
Meeting once a month to 
review these children’s 
permanency plans and to 
help ensure that they are 
moved through the system 
in as timely and appropriate 
a manner as_ possible 
toward a permanent home. 

Five local review board 
members and two alternates 
are appointed for four-year 
terms. A_ local selection 
committee interviews appli- 
cants and makes recommen- 
dations to the governor's 
office for official appoint- 
ment. Board members and 
alternates are required to 
participate in training ses- 
sions in order to serve on 
the review board. 

Board members are 
reimbursed for mileage but 
are not compensated for 
their time. 

After reviewing a child’s 
case, the board makes a 
recommendation to the 
juvenile court regarding the 
department of social serv- 
ices’s permanency plan for 
the child. The recommenda- 
lions are advisory only, the 
court has final responsibility 
for decisions regarding the 
child. 

The recommendation 
may be that the child return 
to his/her natural parent or 
guardian; be placed in 
adoption, become indepen- 
dent; or, more rarely, re- 
main in long-term foster 
care. 

There are 54 review 
boards throughout the state, 
according to the release. 
the’ cniven review 
process was initiated in 
Maryland, the average 
length of stay for a foster 
child has fallen to approxi- 
mately 20 months, and the 
number in care has been 
cut nearly in half to 5,100. 
The release from the state 
board states that this re- 
flects some progress in 
preventing placement when 
possible and in making 
permanent placements for 
children. 

However, because of 
severe social problems in 
the past few years, the 
burden on child welfare 
problems has increased. As 
many as 3,300 children 
enter foster care each year, 
according to the release, 
and placement resources 
are scarce. 


“Concerted efforts of 
eitwens and child welfare 
professionals aill be re 
quired te hold past gains 
and forge more progress lor 
cur neediest children” the 
release states

As a case manager for 
the (Maryland's: Tomorrow 
program, she will provide 
assistance for at-risk 
students and their families 
in an attempt to decrease 
the drop-out rate and 
increase students’ success. 

Mrs. Janoska, a native of 
Michigan, earned her 
undergraduate degree from 
Central Michigan University 
and completed her master 
of social work degree at the 
University of Michigan. 
Vollowing eight years as a 
social worker in Michigan, 
she moved to Maryland 
where she was employed for 
the past two years as a 
social worker in the 
Baltimore City Public 
Schools. 

She and her husband, 
Michael, are the parents of 
a 10-month old daughter, 
Allison. The family recently 
moved to McHenry. They 
are familiar with CGsarrett 
County, having visited in 
the local area for several 
years to kayak and raft on 
the Youghiogheny River.

1. Cogley, 19, Accident, 
were sentenced on their 
conspiracy convictions stem- 
ming from a guilty verdict 
in May district court pro- 
ceedings. The verdicts had 
been amended from charges 
of malicious destruction of 
property. 

Logsdon was handed an 
18-month jail term, with all 
of that sentence suspended 
except four months. He was 
also given S2 days’ credit 
for time already served, and 
a work release was recom- 
mended. Cogley also re- 
ceived an 18-month jail 
sentence, with all of that 
suspended except for three 
months. Each was placed 
on three years of supervised 
probation, and must make 
restitution to the victims. 

Court records indicate 
Logsdon, Cogley, and a co- 
defendant, Christopher 
Glotfelty, conspired to 
commit numerous acts of 
malicious destruction — of 
property between Oct. 8-9, 
1993, in the Mtn. | .ake Park 
area. ‘They reportedly de- 
stroyed windows on several 
cars parked in the area on 
those dates. 

Battery charges against 
Jay B. Sowers, 35, and 
Nanette S. Sowers, 28, both 
of Oakland, were not prose- 
cuted by the state's attor- 
ney, at the request of the 
complainants. Each had 
filed the charges against the 
other after a domestic dis- 
pute in July. 

A Mountain Lake Park 
man was convicted on one 
count of assault in visiting 
Judge Paul Stakem’s court. 
Judge Burnett had recused 
himself from this case. 

Gregory J. Tressler, 32, 
was handed a_ six-month 
suspended sentence, fined 
$250, and placed on two 
years of supervised proba- 
tion. Additional charges of 
resisting arrest and battery 
were not prosecuted by the 
state’s attorney's office. 
Conditions of — Tressler’s 
probation state that he must 
continue counseling until he 
is excused by the parole and 
probation board. 

The charges had been 
filed against ‘Tressler by 
Garrett. County Sheriff's 
deputy, Cpl. Randy Sines, 
after the officer responded 
to a domestic dispute at the 
defendant's home. When he 
arrived, Tressler and _ his 
wife, Leslee, were involved 
in an argument. According 
to court records, Gregory 
Iressler was at the top of 
the stairs, holding a 2-year- 
old child. When Sines at- 
tempted to restrain Tress- 
ler, he grabbed the officer 
by the throat and resisted 
handcuffing. 

In a related case, charges 
of battery and reckless 
endangerment filed against 
Iressler by Sam Sanders, 
were not prosecuted be- 
cause of plea agreements 
with the state’s attorney. 
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Sanders’ 2-vear-old child 
was in Leslee Tressler’s 
care at the time of the 
incident.

James R. Collins, 24, 
Min. Lake Park, pleaded 
guilty to one count of mali- 
cious destruction of proper- 
ty in Judge Burnett's court. 
lJe was sentenced to 40) 
days in jail, with all of that 
time suspended except for

suspended), and placed on 
one year of supervised 
probation. The judge also 
ordered Collins to make 
$266.31 restitution to the 
victims. 

According district 
court records, Oakland 
police officer Shawn Groves 
responded to an MDOP 
complaint on April 28.

Bartlett Pleased 
With Wording In 


Congressional Bill 


Congressman Roscoe 
Bartlett (MID-6) expressed 
approval and relief that 
conferees on the Treasury, 
Postal Senice, and general 
appropriations bill inserted 
language in the bill that 
would forbid White House 
staffers from using govern- 
ment helicopters and other 
vehicles for personal use, or 
to give free rides to friends. 

Bartlett blew the whistle 
on the director of White 
House Administration 
David Watkins and other 
Clinton White House aides 
in May when they took a 
presidential helicopter to 
Holly Hills Country Club in 
Frederick to play golf. A 
photo of the White House 
aides boarding Marine One 
with their golf bags while 
being saluted by a Marine 
was published in the 
Frederick News-Post. 
Watkins was fired over the 
incident, and Bartlett 
succeeded in launching a 
Government Accounting 
Office (GAO) investigation 
into the matter that ts sull 
pending. 

"1 am pleased there is bi- 
partisan support in both the 
House and Senate to stop 
the kind of arrogant abuse 
of power and blatant waste 
of taxpayers money that we 
witnessed last May with the 
White House staff golf trip 
by helicopter,” said Bartlett. 
"Hopefully, this action by 
Congress will help us begin 
to restore some public faith 
in Washington that has 
been on a_ frightening 
decline for quite some 
time.” 

Ihe bill awaits final 
passage in the House and 
Senate.

Continued from Page A-1 
give free reign to the unions 
to make whatever promises 
they wish.” he said. “For me 
to participate would be like 
stepping into a boxing ring 
with my hands tied at my 
waist. There is no way | 
would agree to do such a 
thing.” 

Ihe primary issue in the 
campaign concerns job se- 
curily, an issue that became 
heated in lune after five 
emplovees were laid off by 
the hospital administration. 
There is also some concern 
about what pro-union em- 
ployees describe as a loss or 
reduction of benefits, par- 
ticularly in their health care 
coverage. 

According to two em- 
ployees who favor unioniza- 
tion, phlebotomist Bonnie 
Stemple and unit secretary 
Chris 1 ivengood, interest in 
bringing a union to the hos- 
pital grew rapidly after the 
five lay-offs in June. | iven- 
good said that the layoffs 
"hit the hospital's employ- 
ees like a bomb shell.” 

Livengood believes that 
the hospital handled the 
layofls poorly. On the day 
of the layoffs, Livengood 
recalled, the five employees 
who were to be let go came 
to work as usual, were told 
that they no longer had jobs 
at the hospital, and were 
escorted to their cars. She 
added that four of these 
employees had worked at 
the hospital for at least 20 
vears cach. 

Pro-union employee 
duanita Stonebreaker re- 
marked that since the lay- 
offs the hospital has hired 
personnel, and added that 
current employees now do 
the jobs formerly done by 
the laid off employees. 

"There is no casy way to 
lay off anybody,” Rosenthal 
responded, explaining that 
the possibility of layoffs had 
been discussed with the em- 
ployees during the past 
vear. He said that, because 
of regulations of the Mary- 
land Health Cost Review 
Commission, the state agen- 
cy which controls — the 
amount that hospitals can 
charge for services, the 
hospitals was faced with the 
need to budget $1 million 
in savings for fiscal year 

1998. These savings could 
come in the form of  re- 
duced expenditures andor 
added revenues, he said. 

Before completing the 

new budget, Rosenthal said 


that he discussed the issuc 
with = deparniment heads, 
physiqans, and the mem 
bers of the hospital board 
of govermors, and held 
question and answer ses- 
sions with the emplovees 
He said that he hoped to 
find constructive ways to 
achieve the savings, and 
that layoffs would be a fast 
resort, However, in the final 
analysis, it. was impossible 
to achieve the needed 
cuts savings without the 
layoffs, he said 

Stonebreaker stated that 
when ideas for saving mon 
ey were requested by the 
administration she — con- 
tributed "a full page of 
suggestions.” However, 
when the layoffs came, she 
said the hospital stall was 
"floored" because it was ex- 
pected that the cost reduc- 
tions would be achieved in 
other ways. 

Rosenthal said he did 
receive several hundred sug- 
gestions from the employ- 
ees, many of which were 
implemented; but that the 
layoffs were still needed. 
He added that the five em- 
plovees who were released 
were given a severance 
package and were offered 
free counseling services. He 
said that, despite allegations 
to the contrary by pro-un- 
ion employees, the layoff 
procedure also followed the 
hospital's seniority policy. 

Mary Brown, a laundry 
worker with 20 years service 
at the hospital, said she 
thought the layoffs were 
fair, and that the laid off 
employees did have some 
opportunity for other jobs 
at the hospital. 

Livengood said that, with 
the union, employees will 
be treated with “respect and 
dignity” by the administra- 
tion. "I want employees to 
be able to speak up,” she 
said. 

In Brown's view, though, 
employee input is already 
accepted and acted upon by 
hospitaladministration."We 
can speak to Mr. Rosenthal 
at any time,” she said "His 
claim that his door is always 
open is true.” 

Another issue central to 
the union debate is employ- 
ce health coverage. Accord- 
ing to Stemple, the health 
plan in place five years ago 
was "really good.” However, 
she says the plan’ was 
dropped by the administra- 
tion for a second plan 
which had a higher premi- 
um and deductible than the 
first, but which she believed 
offered inferior coverage. 


Livengood said that the 
emplovecs: were polled to 
determine what thes wanted 
na healthcare plan, but the 
plan that was putinte place 
lacked the teatures that the 
employees requested in the 
poll, such as a prescription 
card, dental coverage, anda 
lower deductible, “Our 
opinion doesnt count,” she 
said 

Rosenthal stated that, in 
the past five vears, the em 
plovees have received 
new benefits in their health 
care coverage. He said that 
the hospital has also laced 
significant increases inem 
ployee insurance premiums. 
By switching health plans, 
he said that the hospital 
saved $400,000, which was 
given back to the employees 
in the lorm of a $1 per 
hour raise enabling them to 
buy more coverage on their 
own, He said some employ- 
ees have told him that they 
have saved money through 
this arrangement.

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Q. 1 collect small Heisey glass 
animals. What is the difference in 
value between those marked with 
the H in a diamond and those 
marked IG? 

A. Heisey made small animals of 
clear or pale amber glass trom 1933 
to 1957. The molds were then pur 
chased by Imperial Glass, which 
made animals from the molds from 
1969 to 1978. Imperial made 12 
types in caramel slag glass and 
marked IG 

Collectors like to assemble full 
sets; the price is often determined by 
the number of copies of an animal 
made, not by the mark on the bottom 
For example, the caramel slag Scotty 
sells for over $175. The Heisey 
original is half as much, but the slag 
glass mallard duck sells for less than 
the Heisey original 


Q. I found two small bottles in 
my grandmother's attic. They are 
nly three inches high. One is 12- 
sided, dark amethyst, and has 
raised letters that say “Co. Sam 
Johnson, Proprietor, Richmond, 
VA, 1852" on ane side, “Alan- 
casters Indian Vegetable Bitters” 
on the other. The other bottle is an 
aqua-colored barrel marked 
“Root Bitters.” Can you tell me 
about these bottles? 

A. Bitters was a medicine made of 
roots and herbs. It was a popular 
tonic in the 19th gentury “A. Lan 
caster Indian Vegetable Jaundice 
Bitters, Sam Johnson proprietor” 
was made and sold in the 1850s. Like 
other bitters drinks, tt was usually 
offered in bottles that were at least 
eight inches high 

There were many types of bitters 
sold in barrel-shaped bottles. When 
bottle collecting became popular in 
the 1970s, figural bottles were made 
by the Wheaton Nuline Co for sale 
in giftshops Most of the bottles were 
marked Wheaton on the bottom 
There were even copies of the copies 
made in the Orient, and most of those 
bottles ate unmarked 

Your three inch bottles were 
shown in the Wheaton 1971 catalog 
The bottles are only 20 years old and 
are valued at only a lew dollars

THE OLDER WOMEN’S 
LEAGUE is always out front on is- 
sues that affect the well-being of 
women in their mid and senior years. 

In August, they released a report on 
osteoporosis, the bone thinning dis- 
ease that affects too many post- 
menopausal women. Although 
osteoporosis is the direct cause of 
some million and a half bone frac- 
tures among older people (it affects 
men as well, but mostly women) 
yearly, as well as some 300,000 hip 
fractures (often resulting in the loss 
of the ability to walk), it is not an 
inevitable part of growing older 


OWL President Lou Glasse says, 
“The greatest tragedy is that, for 
many women, osteoporosis is 
preventable and treatable. Our goal 
is to make every woman, health care 
professional, caregiver, and policy 
maker aware of the dangers this dis- 
ease poses to women, and to tell 
them what can be done to prevent 
and mitigate its consequences.” 

Among the findings in a nation 
wide poll of 1,000 American women 
age 40-80 were these surprising 
results: 


1. Only 36 percent of the women 
asked said they knew a great deal 
about the disease. Among the 
respondents, only 18 percent of 
African American women and 19 
percent of Latin women said they 
knew a lot about it 

2 Women don't realize the risk 
Only 12 percent said they are very 
worried about developing os 
teoporosis 

3. Good osteoporosis health care is 
not given to everyone. Only 56 per- 
cent of women surveyed said they 
had been asked by health care 
providers after menopause about 
their family history, diet or lifestyle 
to assess their risk of osteoporosis 

4. Information changes behavior 
After getting the facts about prevent 
ing osteoporosis, some 82 percent of 
women changed their diets to in 
clude tnore calcium, some 80 per 
cent of women began doing 
weight-bearing exercises (another 
Important preventative), and some 
56 percent of women decided to dis 
cuss their risk with a health care 
provider

Household Help 
by John Amantea 





I recently read your 
Household Help column in our 
weekly newspaper and would ap- 
preciate your advice. I would like 
to know if there is a method to 
clean up my hardwood oak floor- 
ing. 

In August, 1993, we purchased 
an older home built in 1954 and 
would like some tips from you. If 
at all possible, I would like to avoid 
sanding because of the mess and 
expense involved. Can you give me 
some guidelines on sprucing up my 
floor? 

A As I've mentioned in several of 
my columns, there is nothing like a 
beautifully waxed, hardwood floor. 
However, as in your case, it is only 
possible if you sand that floor. The 
actual cost is low and even then, you 
can shop around for a reasonable 
rental center 

Basically, the only prece of equip 
ment you'll need is a large, upright 
belt sander The dealer you do bust- 
ness with should provide you with 
instructions and sandpaper 

Let me just say, you're fortunate to 
have such a durable hardwood floor 
in your home. Now, down to work: 
Before you begin, make sure there 
aren’t any protruding nails or staples 
that will obstruct the sander. Also, be 
especially sure that you sand only 
with the grain of the floor boards. 

Working in small areas at one time is 
also recommended because you can 
penetrate the grimy spots 

Once your chore is completed, be 
sure to vacuum up all the debris and 
damp mop the entire area. Finally, 
you can apply several coats of a good 
polyurethane finish and enjoy many 
years of beauty. 

Q. My question is a basic one and 
only pertains to caulking. Lown a 
home and have caulked for a few 
years. I'd like to know a neater 
way of applying it. Do you know of 
a smarter method of spreading 
caulk from a gun applicator? 

A. One very common way of 
caulking from a gun is to first spread 
itand then use your index finger. The 
way this is done, especially in 
comers, is to run your index finger 
on the caulking to from a perfect 
bead. 

Another and more perfect method 
is to position and use masking tape 
wherever possible. Using the above 
way will allow all the excess caulk 
onto the tape, only. This will also 
give you a neater bead when apply- 
ing caulk.

The 
pizza pans I purchased had deep 
lines cut into them by the pizza-cut- 
ter wheel. Cutting the pizzas was an 
awful project — until I remembered 
my trusty kitchen scissors 
Now I cut through the pizzas and 
toppings with ease.

THE CHOICE IS OURS 
September 25, 1094 


Bachyround Scripture: 
Joshua 24 
Devotional Reading: 
Psalms 116 12-19 

The great assemblage of the tnbes 
of Israel at Shechem under Joshua 
probably took place more than 
3,000 vears ago Thats a long 
ume no matter how you tally the 
years Without a doubt. anvthing 
that happened that long ago 1s 
ancient history 

Yet. ancient history though it 
may be, what happened that day in 
Shechem is as contemporary inits 
importance as vour daily newspa- 
per and the six o'clock news on 
television Thc histoncal and situ- 
ational circumstances have 
changed radically, but human na- 
ture has not And | am confident 
that 3,000 vears from today this 
story will still be relevant 

Joshua assembles the people of 
Israel and reminds them of what 
God has done with and for them 
From the beginning of their his- 
tory up to the present moment, 
Joshua 1s able to trace the presence 
of God working in their lives 
Instead of asking them to sub- 
scribe toa carefully phrased creed 
or set of theological propositions, 
Joshua directs their attention to 
what God has done When they 
lank at what he has done. tt is more 
than cnough to inspire them to 
covenant with God 

IN MY LIFE 

Too often in our church life we 
speak generally of what God does 
without specifving what it is that 
we ourselves have experienced, 
either individually or corporately 
Some Sunday morning dunng 
worship I'd like to hear. instead of 
a recitauon of the Apostles Creed, 
one or more tesumonials of what 
someone has expenenced of God 
in his other life For we cannot 
actually covenant with God solely 
on the basis of a set of intellectual 


propositions Tf vou cannot tud 
any pont in your life when vou 
have expencia od Cad of has provi- 
dence, then vou have no basis for 
apernonalrelavonslup he prob 
Iceni, 1] niconvinced, 1s not that we 
haven't all encounlered Gad but 
that we arc not all aware that we 
have As Joshua was saving to the 
Israelites. remember when we 
captured Jericho, that was the 
Lord that enabicd us to do that, so 
we need to remember things in 
our own experience which are 
attributable to God from daily 
bread to windfalls, from deliver- 
ance to tlanscendeike 

How contemporaneous these 
words are “I gave vou a land on 
wluch you had not labored, and 
cities which you had not built, 
and vou dwell therein, you eat the 
fruit of vineyards and olive vards 
which you did not plant” (24 13) 
Is there anvone who could an- 
swer, “Not me, Lord!”? All of us, 
no matter how well or poorly off 
we may think ourselves, have re- 
ceived grace upon grace. No mat- 
ter whal our circumstances may 
be, there are more blessings to 
count than any of us can manage 
It is on that basis, and that basis 
alone, that we are challenged to 
“choose this day whom vou will 
serve” (24:15) 

FAR BE IT 

The reply of thie people of Israel 
1s a bit amusing to me because it 
1s So like our own self-delusions 
“Far be it from us that we should 
forsake the Lord, to serve other 
gods” (244:16) and even after 
Joshua explained how hard it was 
to follow the Lord, they replied 
with enthusiasm: “Nay, but we 
will serve the Lord” (24:21). Is 
that not us as well? We take our 
vows of membership and we are 
confident that we will keep them 
But how easv it 1s to sav them and 
how difficult to keep them. That 
hasn't changed either 

Joshua makes a very strong case 
of the people of Israel to vow to 
serve the Lord, reminding them 
of what God has done for them in 
the past and of his promises for 
the future He tells them of the 
choice that he and his own house 
have made. But there 1s no com- 
pulsion at Shechem; Joshua does 
not force the peopic to make their 
covenant. When all 1s said and 
done, it is their choice as it 1s ours 
every day of our lives: “Choose 
this day whom you will serve ”

played tor tour years by 
Michael Moriarty, moves on, 
and Jack McCoy (Sam Water- 
ston) takes his place. MeCoy 
inherits Stone's junior col- 
league. Clair Kincaid (Jill 
Hennessy), who hay an expand- 
ed courtroom role this season. 

Wolf cally Moriarty’s resig- 
nation from the show a misun- 
derstanding. Moriarty has 
claimed that because he spoke 
Out against US. Attorneys 
General Janet Reno on the 
Issue of regulating TV vio- 
lence. he was punished by 
being virtually written out of 
the show tor a week. The 
episode instead focused entire- 
ly on detectives Briscoe Jerry 
Orbach) and Logan (Chris- 
topher Noth) = an unusual 
departure from the show's for- 
mula. 

Though Wolf says he tried to 
dissuade Moriarty trom the 
decision to resign, he knew he 
had options if he failed in the 
attempt. 

Enter Academy Award nomi- 
nee Waterston (The Ailling 
Fields). who starred two years 
ago in NBC’s Tl Fly Away. 
Joining Law in its fitth season, 
Waterston seems to have his 
eyes open.

Whereas 
Ben Stone was solidly intellee- 
tual tn his approach. wolf says 
Jack MeCoy ts “an urban Sam 
Irvin” - a reference to the col- 
orful Southerner who chaired 
the U.S. Senate's Watergate 
Investigation in 1974. 

McCoy “is much less trou 
bled by the vagaries of the 
law” than Stone. Wolt says. 
“much less apologetic about

“He sees the law as a gigan- 
tic. three-dimensional chess 
game. and he ts one of the mas- 
ter game players. He's there to 
win. He's there to play hard.” 

Waterston calls McCoy “a 
merry attack dog” and dismiiss- 
es any comparisons to Forrest 
Bedford. the soft-spoken. attor- 
ney and family man he played 
onli Flv Away. 

“People narrow the categories 
for actors. and actors are al- 
ways trying to push the walls 
out.” he says. 

“What Law & Order has suc- 
ceeded in doing. which ts to 
have avery high standard of 
quality and stay on the air. isa 
very tough trick to pull.”

Maryland Corn 
Production Steady 


Maryland: The corn 
production forecast for 1994 
was unchanged from = a 
month earlier in Maryland 
based on conditions on 
September 1, 1994. The 
yield remained 110 bushels 
per acre from 380,000 acres 


for a total output of 
41,800,000 bushels. 
Ihe soybean forecast 


increased from August 1 to 
September 1, 1994, by one 
bushel per acre. Now grow- 
crs anticipate an average 
yield of 37 bushels which 
would be a new record 
high. The current record is 
36 bushels set in 1990. 
lotal soybean production is 
forecast at 20,350,000 bush- 
els, Which would surpass the 
current: record high 1992 
production of 17,985,000 
bushels. The 1994 tobacco 
production forecast re- 
mained unchanged from 
August 1 to September 1 at 
12,325,000 pounds. August 
weather became cooler than 
normal. Temperatures at 
the beginning of the month 
averaged 2 degrees above 
normal and declined to 
three to five degrees below 
normal. Maximum daily 
temperatures remained in 
the 80’s most of the time 
and overnight lows dropped 
into the SQ’s. At the end of 
August temperatures moved 
up to near normal levels. 
Rainfall was rather light 
during August throughout 
Maryland except during the 
middle of the month. Near 
September 1, 1994, corn 
was mature on 13 percent 
of the Maryland acreage 
and 68 percent of the corn 
was in the dent stage or 
beyond. Soybeans were 
setting pods or more ad- 
vanced on 91 percent of the 
acreage. Only three percent 
of the soybeans were turn- 
ing color. Development of 
corn and soybeans was only 
a couple of days behind 
normal. 

United = States: = Corn 
production is forecast at 
9.26 billion bushels, up 
fractionally from the August 
1 forecast but 46 percent 
above the 1993 production. 
Based on conditions as of 
September 1, yields are 
expected to average 129.0 
bushels per acre, up 0.6 
bushel from last month and 
28.3 bushels above a year 
earlier.

Senate Retains Ethanol’s Role 
In EPA Clean ‘Air Program 


By a vote of 51-50, with 
Vice President Al Gore 
breaking the tie, ethanol 
retained its role as a con- 
tributor to the [:nvironmen- 
tal Protection —Agency’s 
reformulated gasoline 
(RIG) program. 

An amendment by Sen. 
Bennett Johnston (D-La.), 
which would have cut 
funding for using cthanol in 
reformulated gasoline, was 
tabled by the Senate-in 
effect’ killing the amend- 
ment and providing for the 
use of ethanol in reformu- 
lated fuels. 

Sen. Barbara Mikulski 
(D-Md.) offered the motion 
to table the Johnston a- 
mendment. 

Dean Klockner, president 
of the American Farm 
Bureau lederation, said the 
Scnate’s action in support 
of the LEPA’s renewable 
fuels program “helps assure 
the future for ethanol as an 
American grown, American 
made, renewable fuel. 


“This Senate — victory, 
scaled with the tic-breaking 
vote of Vice President 


Gore, underscores the prov- 
cn benelits of renewable 
fucls to the environment 
and the positive impacts 
ethanol use has on agricul- 
ture and the economy." 

Use of ethanol, which is 
made primarily from corn, 
is expected to translate into 
a 7-10 cent-per-bushel in- 
crease in corn prices and 
will create 14,000 new jobs, 
says USDA. It also would 
benefit taxpayers by reduc- 
ing larm support payments 
and energy imports. 

"We are pleased that 
once again common sense 
on behalf of ethanol was 
able to pull out a win over 
big oil dollars,” Kleckner 
added. “I:thanol opponents 
are now intensilying efforts 


to overturn the EPA ctha- 
nol rule." 

Kleckner said oil compa- 
nies have launched a legal 
challenge to the ethanol 
rule. "With the close vote in 
the Senate, we can also 
expect more bruising battles 
with cthanol opponents in 
Congress.” 

America’s farmers will 
support the Clinton admin- 
istration in any challenge to 
the EPA's plan to include 
ethanol in the nation’s 
clean air program, he not- 
ed. "Considerable research 
and study by I:PA and 
USDA have gone into the 
administration’s plan to 
allow a role for ethanol in 
the clean air program. It is 
appropriate that we move 
forward on the I:PA pro- 
gram and not push it back 
into the political process." 

Last month, EPA ruled it 
would phase in a re- 
quirement that 30 percent 
ol the new oxygen enhan- 
cing additive, required by 
the 1990 Clean Air Act, 
must come Iron) a renew- 
able source--principally 
ethanol. Opponents argued 
that the rule unlairly favors 
ethanol over methanol.

I have seen some farmers harvesting what appears to be 


very green corn. There are a couple important factors that 
you should keep in mind for determining when to harvest. 
First of all, the optimum moisture content is from 60 to 
65 percent. Corn silage is a good economical forage; 
however, an animal can only consume a limited amount 
and if there is an excess of water, you will have trouble 
getting the desired dry matter content in the animal. 
Excess water decreases the value of corn silage more than 
you may realize Also, excess seepage from the silo leaches 
out some of the nutrients. Plus you are putting extra 


weight stress on the silo structure. 
Secondly, you should harvest after the corn kernels 


have formed the black layer at the base of the kernel. 
Immature kernels will lower the energy content of the 
silage. Using the microwave is an effective method of 
measuring the moisture content. If you need instructions, 
give me a call.

After six months on market, 
BST's impact only slight 


By Ken Olson 

Bovine somatotropin 
(BST) made its long-await- 
ed entry into the dairy 
world approximately — six 
months ago when it became 
available to producers un- 
der the brand name "Posi- 
lac.” It was greeted at that 
time with a mixture of 
apprehension and anticipa- 
tion. Would it work as well 
as reported? How would 
consumers react? What 
would happen to milk pric- 
es? Let’s take a look at the 
situation now. 

Monsanto, the company 
that’ produces "Posilac," 
indicates that sales are 
running ahead of expecta- 
tions, but use is difficult to 
measure since it is not 
releasing sales figures. The 
company indicates _ that 
several million doses have 
been sold to producers with 
herds that make up at least 
20 percent of U.S. dairy 
cows. 

The production impact is 
difficult to quantify due to 
the lack of information on 
product use, but nationally 
it appears to be modest. 
Most producers who have 
used the product report 
very positive production 
responses for individual 
cows and for herds. On a 
state basis this is difficult to 
demonstrate. Many reports 
indicate that New York has 
one of the highest usage 
rates of the product, yet the 
increase in production per 
cow in the state during the 
months since product ap- 
proval are below the nation- 
al average. On the other 
hand, California was report- 
ed to have low initial use, 
but production increases in 
that state have been dra- 
matic. 

Consumer reaction to 
use of the product and the 
potential impact on demand 
was a concern of the indus- 
try when BST became avail- 
able. Since February, media 
coverage has _ increased 
consumer awareness of 
BST, but there has been no 
identifiable impact on con- 
sumption. In June, Gallup 
tracking showed that 59 
percent of consumers sur- 


















veyed were aware of BST, 
which is almost triple the 
February level. Industry 
efforts to assure consumers 
that dairy products are still 
safe and nutritious appear 
to be successful. 

USDA figures show that 
during May, sales of fluid 
milk products in the federal 
milk marketing orders and 
California were up 04 
percent from May 1993. For 
the year, sales are up 0.6 
percent. 

FDA issued an "interim 
guidance on voluntary label- 
ing” in February, but has 
not yet finalized it. Several 
states, including Vermont, 
Maine, Minnesota and 
Wisconsin, have passed 
labeling laws and are at 
various stages of imple- 
menting them. National 
legislation has been intro- 
duced but is unlikely to 
move forward. Several 
processors are providing 
"producer certified" milk 
and products coming from 
cows not recciving supple- 
mental BST. Sales of these 
products, while not large, 
appear to be strong enough 
to justify continuing them. 

It is expected that there 
will be additional publicity 
about BST as a new school 
year begins. Activists are 
trying to convince school 
boards to require "certificd 
BST-free” products in 
schools. So far, they have 
had limited success in this 
effort. They are also begin- 
ning another advertising 
campaign against BST. This 
combination of activities 
means it is unlikely that the 
issue will go away quickly. 


What can we say about 
BST at this point? A gener- 
al observation would be 
that, as we have stated in 
the past, BST is being used 
and is performing much as 
any other production or 
management tool. Produc- 
ers are still determining if it 
is a product that fits their 
operation and management 
system. It has not led to 
dramatic changes in produc- 
tion or consumption. Con- 
sumers have an increased 
awareness of BST, but have 
not altered their milk buy- 
ing patterns because of it. 

This pusitive consumer 
response is likely due, at 
least in part, to industry 
activities to assure Consum- 
ers of the continued safety 
and nutritional value of 
milk and dairy products. 

The full impact of BST 
will not be known for sever- 
al years, but it appears that 
producers will have the 
opportunity to decide if it is 
a technology that works for 
them.

BVD-Type 2 
Not Diagnosed 
In Maryland 


A new and more deadly 
form of bovine virus diur- 
rhea, BVD-Type 2, which 
appeared in Ontario in 
1993, has recently emerged 
in several states including 
Pennsylvania. It is not the 
same as the less acute 
BVD-Type 1) which has 
been a relatively infrequent 
but costly problen, in beef 
and dairy herds throughout 
the U.S., including Mary- 
land, for many years. BVD- 
Type 2 has not been diag- 
nosed in Maryland. Intro- 
duction of new animals, 
that is, purchased additions 
or cattle returning from 
shows and fairs poses an 
extremely scrious threat to 
non-vaccinated herds. 

All owners, buyers, and 
exhibitors of cattle are 
urged to consult their vetcr- 
inarian immediately — for 
recommendations regarding 
vaccination. Fortunately the 
vaccines available for pro- 
tection against BVD-Type 1 
also protect against Type 2 
if the directions are strictly 
followed. 

Roger E. Olson, DVM, 
acting state veterinarian, 
Maryland Department of 
Agriculture, also strongly 
recommends that farmers:

Manor Will Be Razed At Last 


Oakland Mayor Asa 
McCain has reported that 
as of yesterday, Sept. 28, 
the final back taxes have 
been paid and the. deeds 
signed over to the town for 
the long-awaited razing 
the deserted Bradley Manor 
site. The town council and 
McCain have worked for 
several years to have the 
dilapidated housing units 
demolished and to recoup 
some of the taxes owed the 
town and coumy by the 
Oakland Associates, a 
group of business persons 
from Baltimore headed by 
Mortin Sarubin who owned 
part of the development. 
McCain said the back taxes 
have indeed been paid, 
amounting to approximately 
$12,000 to the town and 
$26,000 to the county. The 
county is to be paid approx- 
imately $26,000 more. 

Demolition of the site 
should begin in the next 


month, McCain said. 

As part of the lengthy 
process of settling the hous- 
ing site dilemma, the town 
of Oakland has prepared a 
plan for the area that in- 
cludes 32 housing units for 
elderly persons, to be styled 
similarly to Underwood 
South, and 32 “affordable 
income" apartments with 
rent to be under $300, 

Also in the plan is a 
community playground with 
five basketball courts, three 
tennis courts, and a recre- 
ation building where classes 
and small community events 
can be held. McCain said 
an ice skating rink is also 
being planned, as well as a 
mile-long paved loop for 
walking, jogging, and biking. 
McCain's long term idea is 
to continue the walking 
loop on out to the Moun- 
tain Fresh Pavilion. Com-

Commissioners

Garrett € ounts Supenn- 
tendent of Schools lerome 
Ryscavage came bolore the 
Crarrett County Board of 
Commissioners Luesday to 
request that they make a 
decision regarding the pur- 
chase of the site lor the 
proposed southern area 
elementary. The commis- 
sioners may vote next Lues- 
day on whether or not to 
purchase the site for the 
new school. 

Ryscavage explained that 
the county's option to by 
the site will be up on Oct 
3, but that an extension can 
be requested from the state. 
He stated that he does not 
want to ask for an extension 
unless the commissioners 
make a commitment to pur- 
chase the site. 

Ryscavage informed the 
commissioners Tuesday that 
a recent school site survey 
has indicated that: approx- 
imately one acre of emerg- 
ing wetlands exists on the 
site. Upon this discoven, 
Ryscavage met with the 
project architect, surveyor, 
and a representative of the 
Marvland Water Resources 
Administration to review 
the site and its usability. 

According to Ryscavage, 
the architect determined 
that the site is usable, but 
that before construction 
begins an area of wetland in 
the center of the site will 
have to be converted to 
non-wetland. lo preserve 
the wetland environment, 
an equal amount of non- 
wetland near the edge of 
the site, away from the 
school, will be converted to 
wetland. This plan must be 
approved by the WRA be- 
fore anv work can be done, 
Ryscavage stated. He ex 
pects that the WRA will 
teach a decision on the 
issue in 3 to 6 months. 

“We need your commit- 
ment to purchase the site if 
it is approved [by the 
NVA > 
commissioners, We added 
that the school board itselt 
currently has — suflicient 
funds to purchase — the 
school site, which is priced 
at approximately $200,000. 
However, Ryscavage does 
not want to proceed with 
the project’ without the 
commissioners’ support. 

The school board has al- 
ready spent between 
$30,000 and $33,000 on the 
southern elementary school 
project. 

After Ryscavage’s pre- 
sentation, © Commissioner 
John Braskey asked the 
superintendent if he could 
brief Commissioner Brenda 
Butscher, who did not at- 
tend Tuesday's commission- 
ers’ meeting because of a 
family death, on the issue 
later in the weck.

A commonplace of conversation is that you cant tell 
the difference from one season to another. I'll admit that 
does offer, seem the case Nature could not, however, 
have sent a clearer message than if she had miailed us a 
letter announcing the beginning of autumn. Last Thurs- 
day’s storm was the final one of summer, but fall ran all 
through it. The seasons officially changed on riday 
morning at 2:19 a.m., the hour of the autumnal equinox 
I observed the transition, by laying the first tire of the 
season on Friday morning 

Last Thursday's storm was curious. In many ways It 11 
like a tropical storm, the way it began, and tne way the 
rain fell. As the night followed dusk, the storm felt 
increasingly like a northeaster. By the time | got honie, 
the wind blew straight out of the north. Until the past two 
vears. Our weather came out of the west with occasional 
exceptions. but they were very occasional. When weather, 
especially falling weather, came from another direction it 
was usually severe. 

During the past two years we 
weather out of the northeast. Here, at least, we 
two unusually cold and snowy seasons. Last ‘Thursday 
night makes me think that trend will continue. Maybe that 
is why I hear, both from the scientific as well as the 
folklore predictors, that the coming winter could be 
rougher than the last one. 

As | mentioned last week I have been reading, among 
other things, Root Cellaring by Mike and Nancy Bubcl. 
The sub-title is “The Simple No-Processing Way to Store 
Iruits and Vegetables.” The book does pertain to presety- 
ing the harvest without processing it. For example, instead 
of canning or freezing carrots, the book tells how to keep 
them through the winter packed in a crate with damp 
sawdust. The underlying lesson, however, 1s how to garden 
with the seasons. 

Picture me last Thursday night, in bed after 11:30. The 
lights have come back on, and | am propped up on pillows 
winding down from a church meeting by reading Root 
Cellaring. I think to myself, "What will my garden look 
like tomorrow morning after this storm?” and "What do | 
have to do to keep things going?” With those thoughts in 
my head I fall asleep. 

Next morning, everybody else goes off to school, and I 
head for the garden with two buckets to gather squash 
and tomatoes. The summer squash have just about had 1, 
and yet there are some of cach variety. zucchini, yellow 
crookneck and patty pan. I gather not only ripe tomatoes, 
but also the half-ripe ones because I know they will tit up 
with water today asa result of the rain. 

I look over the rest of the garden to apply what I read 
the night before. Spinach and kale need only to be cut 
and cooked. Turnips have matured, and want only a frost 
to sweeten them. Beets can be pulled. Big strapping 
Brussels sprouts plants have healthy leaves, and look as tf 
they are ready to start forming the sprouts. And I have 
actually gotten some carrot seed to grow, al long last. 
Never mind that they are still too young to have formed 
rools 

The winter squash, from which my wife despaired of 
ever getting a crop given when they were planted, have 
produced an abundance of ample, handsome fruits. They 
appear ripe, and now need the hardening which comes 
from a sun cure. I open the cold frame, which-- to be 
honest-- has not proved such a successful raised bed (and 
I don’t know why). I make a few mental notes of adjust- 
ments in hopes of making it work better once covered 
with glass. 

Since nature was kind enough to send me notice of 
fall’s arrival, I have tried to be prudent enough to pay 
attention. And it isn’t only year-round gardening. I'm 
doing my share of processing, 100; juice, sauce, chutney, 
frozen packs, all put by. For a quarter year the nights shall 
lengthen and the hours left to work in the garden shall 
grow short. Nevertheless, I hope to be ready for all the 
storms that come.

County Agencies 
Report Progress 
For September 


Garrett County Commis- 
sioners Elwood Groves and 
John Braskey heard month- 
ly reports from represen- 
tatives of several county 
agencies during ‘Iuesday’s 


commissioner mecting. 
Commissioner Brenda 
Butscher was absent be- 


cause of a death in her 
family. 
Sanitary District 

Wendel Beitzel, director 
of the county sanitary dis- 
trict, said that his depart- 
ment is currently complet- 
ing road crossings for the 
Chestnut Ridge sewer sys- 
tem in the area of USS. 
Route 40. Bumps over these 
crossings are now being 
paved and the crossings will 
be completed in approxi- 
mately two weeks, he stat- 
ed. 

He added that there has 
been a delay in the design 
phase of the Chestnut 
Ridge sewer project, but 
that a public hearing will be 


announced when _ these 
plans are complete. 
Beitzel also remarked 


that his agency has received 
a $50,000 grant to replace 
water lines in the Powles 
Edition and Oak St. area of 
Mtn lake Park. He con- 
cluded by stating that the 
new Mellenry storage tank 
has been erected and will 
be complete in approxi- 
mately two weeks. The tank 
will be connected before 
winter, he said. 
Community Action 
Duane Yoder, executive 
director of Garrett County 
Community Action, Inc., 
told the commissioners that 
the site for the Grantsville 
Senior Center has been 
purchased. He expects that 
plans for the facility will be 
finished within the next two 
weeks. Then the project will 
be bid, he said. Yoder 
hopes to break ground for 
the center next spring. 
Yoder also commented 
that he has discussed his 
desire to convert Friends- 
ville’s Frazee Hotel into a 
senior center with Friends- 
ville town officials and 
members of the local [ions 
Club. A technical study will 
need to be conducted on 
the building, he remarked, 
before any further steps can 
be taken on this project. 
Yoder added that the 
self sufficiency housing 
program, which helps local 
families in the rent assis- 
tance program to purchase 
homes, will finish renova- 
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tions to two houses on Fair- 
view Drive in October and 
two in Woodridge Village 
by December. Community 
Action is currently seeking 
families to occupy these 
homes, he said. 

Community Action also 
has the funds to perform 
rehabilitation on owner 
occupied housing, Yoder 
stated. "We can meet what- 
ever demand exists,” he 
said. 

On the subject of the 
Americorps program, Yoder 
told the commissioners that 
his agency will interview 
and select participants 
during the next one and a 
half weeks. He remarked 
that Garrett County has 
been offered eleven Ameri- 
corps positions. 

Health Department 

Representing the county 
health department Tuesday 
was Jay Cross. He also 
discussed the Americorps 
program, stating that he 
had interviewed 35 to 40 
applicants for seven of the 
Americorps slots. 

Cross added that the 
health department recently 
received a grant for the 
governor's adolescent preg- 
nancy program. The grant 
monies will go to employ a 
nurse practitioner in the 
county school system, he 
stated. 

Cross also warned that 
flu season has already hit 
Garrett County, and flu 
vaccinations will be avail- 
able from the health de- 
partment beginning the first 
week in October. 

General Services 

County Gencral Services 
Manager Gary Mullich in- 
formed the commissioners 
that the Federal Aviation 
Administration will not 
issue a report of the recent 
airplane crash at Garrett 
County Airport for at least 
30 days. Because of this 
accident, Mullich — stated 
that planned improvements 
to the facility may be imple- 
mented sooner than had 
been expected. 

He explained that an 
automated weather observa- 
tion system, or AWOS, and 
a computerized pilot infor- 
mation center, or PIC, are 
expected to be installed at 
the airport within the next 
several years. According to 
Mullich, the $70,000 AWOS 
will monitor the tempera- 
ture, dewpoint, and wind di- 
rection. "Pilots can access 
this information before 
taking off,” he stated. 

Mullich said that the 
Garrett County Airport will 
receive the Washington 
County Airport's old 
AWOS when that facility 
receives a new one. As a 
result of the crash, the FAA 
will speed up this process, 
he added. 

However, the installation 
of the PIC is still several 
years away, he stated. This 
device, which will allow pi- 
lots to access weather infor- 
mation through their radios, 
will cost $1,600 per vear to 
operate, Mullich said. The 
AWOS will generate oper- 
ating costs of $3,000 each 
year. “Both would enhance 
the landing and taking off 
at the airport,” he re- 
marked. 

Library 

Emily Ferren, head li- 
brarian for the Ruth Enlow 
Library, opened her com- 
ments by expressing her 
thankfulness to departing 
Commissioners Butscher 
and Groves for their help 
with the library. Ferren 
then announced that the 
library will hold a book sale 
during the Autumn Glory 
Festival, and that she will 
soon attend a meeting of 
the Marvland Association 
for Public Library Adminis- 
trators. 

She also stated that the 
upcoming staff-day seminar 
for library workers will be 
titled "Ihe Positive Benefits 
of Change,” that the library 
will be linked to the com- 
puter system Internet on 
June 30, 1995, and that she 
and the county health de- 
partment are seeking 4a 
grant to promote literacy. 

In conclusion, ferren 
commented that the Oak- 
land Civic Club will soon 
conduct a head count of all 
persons who use the library 
during a one week period. 
Ferren explained that this 
count is necessary for li- 
brary funding requests. 

Eatension Semice 

Alice Hevner, county €x- 

tension agent, 411 
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youth, told the commission- 
ers that this years <orn 
crop has been “excellent® 
and that the county has not 
yet suffered a killing frost 
However, she added that 
this year’s late hay has been 
poor, Also, with milk prices 
down, area dairy farmers 
have experienced a “great 
dollar loss,” she remarked. 

Hevner also welcomed 
all interested persons to 
attend upcoming workshops 
on beef, forestry, computers 
and farming, and small 
fruits. Hevner is currently 
preparing for National 411 
Week to be observed next 
week 

Environmental Health 

Idgar Harmon, county 
director of environmental 
health, stated that during 
the year’s final rabies clinic 
held last week, 250 animals 
were vaccinated. A total of 
900 were vaccinated this 
year, he added. So far this 
year, 13 cases of rabies have 
been confirmed in Garrett 
County: 12 in raccoons, one 
in a skunk, and one in a 
ground hog, he remarked. 

Harmon also told the 
commissioners that between 
25 and 30 local food work- 
ers attended a food han- 
dlers course recently held at 
Garrett Community Col- 
lege. 

Community College 

Steve Herman, GCC 
president, told the commis- 
sioners that 711 students 
are enrolled at the school 
this semester. The record 
enrollment for that institu- 
tion is 719, he remarked.

The history of the town s 
struggle to be rid of Bradley 
Manor began some years 
ago when the Oakland 
Associates and the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) decid- 
ed that the units could be 
repaired and restored for 
occupancy. The town, hav- 
ing already requested that 
the units instead be demol- 
ished, fought the issue in 
court, maintaining that the 
buildings were far too long 
neglected and that a rebuild 


of the area would not be in 
the best interest of the 
town. Oakland won the 
case. 


Shortt alter that victory, 
however, the Oakland Asso- 
ciates declared bankruptcy, 
which stalled any further 
effort of the town to get rid 
of the units. The town went 
to bankruptcy court, and 
after several hearings it was 
decided that the town 
should design a plan for the 
area and present it in court.

will then be used for the 
stocking of streams and 
rivers throughout Marviand 

Brown also credited Met- 
tiki and the mining industn 
in general for their efforts 
InN restoring and protecting 
the environment. 

"The mining industry has 
gone from being the worst 
polluting industry to the 
best non-polluting industry Pa 
he said. 

The facility. at Mettki 
has been modeled after the 
DNR's trout rearing station 
at the base of Jennings 
Randolph Lake, about 20 
miles down river. The sys- 
tem incorporates net pens 
that are supported by float- 
ing docks. 

Ihe DNR is limited by a 
lack of cold water sources 
in western Marvland for 
rearing trout. The Mettiki 
plant is the largest cold 
water source other than the 
fennings Randolph | ake 
dam downstream. 

Mettiki had to apply for 
and received permission 
from the Maryland Depart- 
ment of the Environment to 
raise the trout in the polish- 
ing pond at Mettiki. The 
polishing pond is the final 
stage of the mine drainage 
treatment processes. 

"This is an excellent ¢x- 
ample of what can be ac- 
complished when state 
agencies and private indus- 
tries work together,” stated 
David A.C. Carroll, MDI. 
secretan. “Metuki's partici 
pation in this project will 
boost DNR's trout rearing 
eftorts without affecting the 
company ‘swastewater treat:

Ihe treatment plant 
discharges into a tributan 
of the North Branch of the 
Potomac River, not. tar 
from the headwaters of the 
Potomac. Me origin of the 
untreated water is from a 
deep mine pool approst- 
mately S35 feet below the 
surface. As a result of the 
treatment process, the dis- 
charge has a high alkalinity 
(non-acid) and is nearly sat- 
urated with dissolved oxy- 
gen, making it ideal for 
trout rearing. 

"The quality and quantity 
of our discharge water ap- 
pears to be ideal for raising 
trout vear-round,” said tim 
Ashby, environmental coor- 
dinator at Mettiki, who ts 
credited with coming up 
with the idea to raise the 
trout. “This is a longtime 
dream that has turned into 
a realty. My review of liter- 
ature indicates that this is 
the first time trout has ever 
been raised in the effluent 
of a coal mine drainage 
treatment plant.” 

Ashby has worked closchy 
with Mike Dean, Jennings 
Randolph Dam hatchery 
manager for the DNR, who 
also. spoke at ‘Luesday’s 
gathering. 

"It is most gratifying to 
me that Mettiki is a coal 
company that is as con- 
cerned about environmental 
protection as they are about 
making a profit,” Dean said.

Solution to last week's 
Challenger 
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Household Help 
by John Amantca 


Q. I live in a three-bedroom 
house, located in the midwest 
region. The recurring problem I 
have is condensation. The mots- 
ture does not build up over the 
entire house, but in isolated sec- 
tions. For example, the bathroom 
generally sweats the most, as op- 
posed to the other rooms. I also 
have a ventilating fan in the 
bathroom that helps a lot. The en- 
tire main floor of my home has 
windows that are up to code, as 
well Are there other factors in- 
volved that might cause the con- 
densation? 

A. For starters, ventilating fans in 
the bathroom and kitchen are quite 
vital to combating moisture. Another 
important and overlooked solution ts 
either inadequate wall insulation of 
none at all. The lack of proper insula- 
tion will definitely cause morsture 
problems. Try opening a window in 
these rooms — just a crack for about 
an hour. If the windows dry off in 
that period of time and the condensa- 
tion disappears, you don’t have to 
worry. 

Another big plus for homes with 
dampness is to use a dehumidifier. 
This handy item does not have to be 
in operation continucusly because 
you can take advantage of the sun s 
natural warmth through your win- 
dows. This alone will reduce the 
moisture that may exist in your 

walls 

If youare a lover of too many hang- 
ing house plants, be sure to reduce 
the amount to just a few. Plants will, 
of course, create adamp, greenhouse 
atmosphere tn your home's interior 
Since homes absorb moisture 
throughout the seasons, It would be 
wise to open your doors and win- 
dows for several minutes a day to 
expel the moist air 

Several other important factors 
pertaining to your basement, below- 
grade areas and crawl spaces are not 
exempt from this problem. Sealing 
your basement floor (if not yet 
finished) with a waterproofing 
product will greatly reduce damp- 
ness. Treating a cement floor peri- 
odically is usually necessary when 
there are moisture problems. If you 
have a crawl space beneath a deck or 
even below grade level, you must 
install a vapor barrier. Simply lay out 

6-mil polyethylene (or plastic) on the 

entire floor and secure bricks or

TEENS IN DANGER: As the 
new school year gets underway, 
health authorities are studying recent 
reports about an upswing in gonor- 
rhea cass among teenagers. While 
this STD (sexually transmitted dis 
ease) would have serious implica 
tions for anyone of any age, it has an 
even greater impact on teenagers, ac- 
cording to Peggy Clarke, president 
of the American Social Health As- 
sociation. 

The rates of infection among 
young people continue to Tse. In 
recent years, girls ages 15 to 19 have 
had the highest gonorrhea rates 
among women, while boys ages 15 
to 19 have had the second highest 
rates among men 

People under 25 account for some 
8 million new cases of STDs each 
year Or, roughly, two-thirds of all 
new STD infections 

Clarke explains, “Teenagers and 
young adults are more susceptible to 
STD infection than younger people 
This is partly because of their 
anatomy. In this age group, and espe- 
cially in young females, such factors 
as an immature immune system In- 
crease the likelihood that they will 
get an STD from unprotected sex.” 

Ms. Clarke adds, “Also, sexually ac- 
tive young people are more likely to 

have sex with more than one partner, 

and they are more likely to choose a 

birth control method that offers no 

protection against STDs.” (Note: 

While the “pill” may help prevent 

pregnancy, it does not protect against 

any STD. Condoms remain the best 
protection.)

The late Harry Emerson Fosdick 
of the Riverside Church in New 
York City was one of my preach- 
ing idols as a young minister ]

One ofhis sermons that intngued 
me was entitled, if | remember 
correctly, “Worshipping The gods 
of Our Enemies ” | don't recall the 
text upon which the sermon was 
based, but | rather smagine it was 
from the book of Judges—most 
likely the second chapter of Judges. 
whichis kind of summary of the 
whole book the people of Israel 
forsake God and worship the gods 
of their neighbors calamity comes 
upon them and they cry to God for 
help. he sends someone to extri- 
cate them, and then, freed of their 
disaster, they return to following 
other gods Chapter after chapter, 
this 1s the story of the Book of 
Judges 


Although we may have diffi- 
culty in understanding how the 
Israclites could have been so stu- 
pid and fickle, verv often the story 
of the Israelites 1s our story, too, 
and the message of this ancient 
book is a message to us as well as 
to them. Have we not from time to 
ume fallen down to worship the 
gods of our enemies. too? 


For approximatcly 80 per cent of 
my life the world has been the 
stage for a gigantic struggle be- 
tween democracy and commu- 
mism Within the last few vears it 
has appeared that the battle 1s 
over—although I'm not entirely 
certain about that Dunng that 
long struggle the enemy was usu- 
ally charactenzcd as “matenalis-

GODLESS COMMUNISM 

Our old enemy was also labeled 
as “Godless conununism,” an- 
other tag that was, for the most 
part, accurate. Religion was per- 
mitted behind the Iron Curtain, 
so long as it was kept private and 
did not attempt to affect that com- 
mumst society. But, 1f communist 
society was “godless”—and it 
was—is ours by contrast neces- 
sarily “Godful™? | think not. Pro- 
phetc voices in our sociely are 
told to keep their religious views 
pnvate. National issues are de- 
cided, not on the basis of what we 
may think God wills, but on the 
basis of political ideology 


The two labels which transcend 
all other considerations today are 
“liberal” and “conservative ” If 
people think something 1s “hib- 
eral” in its inception. thev rarely 
ask what God thinks of it Ifsome- 
thing bears the label “conserva- 
tve,” it mav be rejected, not be- 
cause of its worth, but because of 
that label. Political ideology plays 
a much more important role in 
our society than spirituality 

These may be just two of the 
ways in which our society wor- 
ships at the altars of our old en- 
emies Can vou think ofanv more?

Loggers Receive 
Training In Best 


Mgmt. Practices 
The Maryland 
Association, 
Department) of Natural 
Resources Vorest) Service 
recently and University of 
Maryland Cooperative 
I:xtension Scrvice held a 
Logger Workshop on Best 
Management Practices for 
Vorest Harvest Access. 

This workshop met the 
requirements for soil ero- 
sion and sediment control 
training for loggers in both 
Maryland and West Virgin- 
ia. ‘The workshop was held 
on Savage River State Vor- 
est with the cooperation of 
the West Virginia Division 
of Forestry, the Garrett Soil 
Conservation District, and 
the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture Forest Service. 

Ihe morning classroom 
session focused on planning 
a logging job, map interpre- 
tation, and legal require- 
ments in both Maryland 
and West Virginia. Loggers 
learned to identify good 
road locations and areas to 
avoid when constructing a 
logging haul road or a skid 
trail. They also learned how 
to maintain these roads 
during use and how to close 
out these arcas when com- 
pleted. 

Ihe afternoon — session 
was held on a forest road in 
the Savage River State 
Vorest. The loggers looked 
at water control measures 
that were properly installed 
and discussed the miainte- 
nance necessary to keep 
these control measures 
working. The group also 
critiqued poorly installed or 
poorly maintained water 
controls. ‘They discussed 
why the measure was inap- 
propriate at the given site 
or why the measure failed 
to control erosion and 
sedimentation. The loggers 
closed out the afternoon by 
learning how to construct a 
broad based dip to control 
water on roadways as Pete 
Frazee showed construction 
technique on the bulldozer.

Maryland’s Sales 
Tax Shows Gain 


“Our state’s economy 1s 
poised to do better, and 
during August, 1994 general 
fund revenue _ totalled 
$533.5 million or 4.7% 
more than the $509.3 mil- 
lion we collected during 
August, 1993," Maryland 
State Comptroller Louis L. 
Goldstein told members of 
the Maryland State Li- 
censed Beverage Associa- 
tion (MSLBA) at their 45th 
annual convention in Ocean 
City on September 21. 

The growth in August 
revenue was led by a 7.1% 
increase in sales and use tax 
receipts. “These revenues 
compare — favorably with 
national figures on consum- 
er spending, which showed 
a pickup after a slowdown 
during May and June," 
Goldstein said. The state 
collected $156.3 million in 
sales and use tax revenuc 
during August, compared 
with $145.9 million a year 
ago. 

The two largest catcgo- 
ries of sales and use tax 
revenue cach showed in- 
creases about four percent. 
The taxable food and bever- 
age group yielded $37.3 
million, up 4.6% from Au- 
gust, 1993. “Nearly half of 
that revenue, $15.8 million, 
came from. establishments 
with beer, wine or liquor 
licenses,” Goldstein told the 
MSIL.BA members. 

The general merchandise 
category produced $24.9 
million, up 4.3% for the 
same month a year ago. 
The building and contrac- 
tors category produced $21 
million, an increase of 14%. 
August sales and use tax 
revenues rellect July retail 
transactions. 

Ihe comptroller — said 
Maryland - as onc of the 
top five defense industry 
states - felt the economic 
effects of the end of the 
cold war with some highly 
publicized defense-related 
layoffs in the past year. “But 
what hasn't shown up in the 
news is the growth that's 
taking place in small busi- 
nesses like your industry. 
Last year, we had the best 
job growth in Maryland in 
five years,” he said.

Lake Progresses 


The Senate Judiciary 
Committee has unanimously 
approved legislation 
introduced by Sen. Paul 
Sarbanes to permit 
Maryland and West 
Virginia to enter into a 
joint agreement for 
resource management and 
law enforcement on 
Jennings Randolph Lake. 
the measure now moves on 
to the full Senate for 
consideration and approval 
is expected. 

The lake is on the North 
branch of the Potomac 
River in Garrett County 
and Mineral County, W.Va. 
Ihe lake is growing in 
popularity as a recreational 
site, and better manage- 
ment of its resources is 
needed, Sarbanes said. 

The lake was created 
with the construction of a 
dam across the river in 
1982. This was done to 
enhance the water quality 
of the Potomac, reduce 
flood damage, improve the 
water supply, and increase 
opportunities for recreation. 
Unfortunately, the creation 
of the lake removed the 
natural boundary between 
West Virginia and Mary- 
land, said Sarbanes. 

Ihe meandering nature 
of the former river and the 
depth of the lake have 
made it impossible to 
re-establish the — precise 
location ot the boundary. 
Asa consequence, “enforce- 
ment of the — natural 
resources and boating laws 
and regulations have been 
tentative at best, and at 
worst, non-existent. As 
recreational uses of the lake 
continue to increase, it is 
anticipated that enforce- 
ment problems will become 
increasingly difficult,” Sar- 
banes said. 

The Sarbanes legislation 
will provide the states of 
Maryland and West Virgm- 
ia with concurrent jurisdic- 
tion over the project area to 


enable them to jointly en- , 


force natural resource boat- 
ing laws and regulations.

Constitution. ‘The Sarbanes 
measure is co-sponsored by 
Maryland Senator Barbara 
Mikulski; and West Virginia

By motivating 
teachers to utilize agricul- 
ture as a theme in their 
classrooms, they are helping 
students all across Maryland 
to develop an appreciation 
AFBF Recommends 
5 Percent ARP 
For Corn In 1995 

Based on an excellent 
corn harvest this year and 
crop projections for 1995, 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation is recommend- 
ing a 5 percent corn acre- 
age reduction program 
(ARP) for next year. 

While setting the ARP at 
0 percent would provide 
higher farm returns, accord- 
ing to David Miller, AFBI 


commodity policy and pro- 
grams coordinator, "A 5 
percent ARP allows for 
more price strength and a 
more reasonable stocks-to- 
-use ratio.” 

ARP is a federal pro- 
gram under which the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture may 
require producers to reduce 
their acreage of a particular 
commodity by a given per- 
centage in order to be cligi- 
ble for farm program bene- 
fits. 

Farm Bureau analysis 
indicates a 5 percent 1995 
ARP would allow for 
growth in consumption to 
record levels, but ending 
stocks would be a more 
workable 17.6 percent. At 5 
percent ARP, production 
would reach 8.68 billion 
bushels and total use would 
climb to 8.75 billion bush- 
els. Ihe ending stocks 
would total 1.54 billion 
bushels of corn. This level 
of ending stocks is sufficient 
to provide for stability in 
the feed grain sector and 
increased demand both do- 
mestically and for exports, 
Miller said. 

With a 0 percent ARP, 
corn production would 
reach 8.99 billion bushels in 
1995. Total use would also 
rise to a record 8.8 billion 
bushels. Ending stocks are 
estimated to rise slightly to 
just over 1.79 billion bush- 
els, Miller stated. This 
would result in a stocks-to- 
-use ratio of more than 20 
percent. When ending 
stocks exceed 20 percent 
the ARP for the following 
year must be set at 7.5 
percent, Miller explained. 

AFBF is also recom- 
mending that the ARP for 
grain sorghum and _ barley 
for the 1995 crops be set to 
zero. percentage. Iinding 
stocks for those commodi- 
ties arc not excessive and 
substantial acreage is al- 
ready retired through the 
conservation reserve pro- 
gram. 

The recommendation, 
sent to Philip Sronce, direc- 
tor of the Grains Analysis 
Division of the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conserva- 
tion Service, will be consid- 
ered in setting the ARP 
rates for 1995. The prelimi- 
ieee yb oso eeeeee will 
be announced Sept. 30 and 
the final ARP level must be 
set by the Secretary of 
Agriculture by Nov. 5.

- 2,000 Ibs. minus 290 Ibs. = 1,710 Ibs. HMC to equal 
1 ton of dry corn. 

- 1,710 Ibs. divided 56 Ibs./bu. = 30.53 adjusted bu./ton. 

- 30.53 bu. x $2.50/bu. = $76.33 per ton for 30 percent 
HMC

Judge 
Ihomas Lohm, retired dis- 
inet court judge, presided 
in the absence of Judge 
Ralph M. Burnett. 

Robert Mead Jr., 32, was 
lined $1,050, and placed on 
12. months of supervised 
probation for the offense. 
Conditions of his probation 
indicate he must satisfacto- 
rily complete a boating 
course approved by the 
Marvland Natural Resoure- 
es Police (NRP). Mead was 
also found guilty of one 
count of operating a boat in 
a reckless manner, and a 
$200 fine was imposed. In 
plea agreements with the 
state’s attorney's office, one 
additional count of battery, 
one count of operating a 
vessel in a negligent man- 
ner, one count of skiing 
within SO feet of another 
boat, and one count of 
reckless endangerment were 
not prosecuted. 

Mead had been charged 
with those offenses by Nat- 
ural Resources Police after 
a May 29 incident at Deep 
Creek Lake, near Patterson 
Marina. Court records in- 
dicate he had been water 
skiing behind a 19-foot Ski 
Nautique Correct Craft 
owned by his father, when 
he passed within SO feet of 
a 12-foot aluminum skiff 
occupied by James Hollis 
and John Delosier. Water 
apparently sprayed the 
small boat and the occu- 
pants moved the vessel 
away to avoid further con- 
tact. 

The occupants of the 
skiff were reportedly fishing 
when the defendant re- 
turned and, because he was 
again within $0 feet of the 
craft, a fishing line hit him.

National Fire Prevention Week 


by Rebecca DeWitt 
The National Fire Protection Association, U.S. Fire 


Administration, and the International Association of Fire 
Chiefs report that the United States “has one of the high- 
est fire death rates in the industrial world.” October 9-15 
is National Fire Prevention Week, and the Garrett County 
Volunteer Fire and Rescue Association encourages citi- 
zens to practice home fire safety. 

Most fire deaths occur at night, so having properly 
installed and maintained smoke detectors can wake resi- 
dents before they are overcome by smoke; it is recom- 
mended to test your smoke detector at least twice a year. 
In the event of a home fire, people should know how to 
get out. Draw a floor plan of your house indicating two 
ways out of every room. Make sure there are safe ways to 
escape from second story windows. Keep flash lights han- 
dy, and check their batteries every month. Establish a 
meeting place outside, and plan to call for help at a 
neighbor’s house. Never re-enter a burning building. 
Practice exiting your house a few times. Assume that an 
escape route is blocked and/or the lights are off. Then 
find another way out. Remember to get out quickly and 
SAFELY, too. 

If you’re faced with exiting a smoke filled room crawl 
on your hands and knees keeping your head low. Before 
opening doors, check to see if they’re hot by feeling them 
with the back of your hand. If the door is hot, do not 
open it and find another way out. If the door feels cool, 
open it cautiously. You may want to consider visibly stor- 
ing a fire extinguisher in the kitchen, garage, and other 
potential fire hazard areas. 

Remove leaves and brush away from your forest resi- 
dence, and clean debris from the roof. The idea is to 
establish a fuel break between your home and a possible 
fire. Consider installing a spark arrestor on the chimney 
which should meet NI-PA Code 211. Another important 
part of home fire safety is keeping the chimney clean. It 
is recommended that chimneys be inspected and/or 
cleaned by professionals at least once a year, and avoid 
burning softwood trees. Do not allow children to play with 
matches and lighters, and teach them to tell an adult if 
someone if playing with fire. Stop, drop, and roll if your 
clothes catch on fire; shield your face with your hands, 
too. When emptying ash trays, apply water to butts and 
ashes before throwing away. Never smoke in bed, and 
inspect areas where people have been smoking. Cigarettes 
may fall out of ash trays when unattended. 

When using space heaters, like kerosene and electric, 
allow at least three feet between the space heater and 
walls, furniture, and any other object. Inspect appliance, 
extension, and other electric cords for exposed wires or 
other damage. Damaged electrical cords are a fire hazard, 
and they should be replaced. Never leave cookmg unat- 
tended. Turn pot and skillet handles in, and place a lid on 
pots and skillets if they catch on fire.

Where would we be without Columbus? 

I love Columbus Day. Granted, it does not have the 
religious meaning of Christmas or Easter or the sense of 
a national festival that Independence Day and ‘Thanksgiv- 
ing possess. It is a hard to sing songs or write poctry 
about this holiday. The potential for dressing up in 
costumes is limited. All the same, I do love Columbus 
Day. Each year I find myself pondering its deeper signifi- 
cance. 

Where would we be without Columbus? Thinking about 
that question is a little like meeting an old girlfriend or 
boyfriend of one’s parents. You know, the ones they might 
have married, but didn’t. The answer is, I would not exist. 
Or, if I existed, I would be the result of only half the 
genes which make me who I am. 

The question about Columbus is, of course, not just 
about him. After all, had Columbus as a person not 
discovered the western hemisphere, someone else would 
have. Without a doubt, that moment in history had 
arrived. So the question really is, what if nobody had 
discovered the western hemisphere? 

A few weeks ago the news was full of stories about the 
United Nations conference on population. To hear the 
experts talk, one would think that over-population is a 
new story. It isn’t. By 15th century standards, Europe was 
bursting at the seams back in the 1490's. There wasn’t 
enough land or enough opportunity. Despite wars and 
plague, people multiplied faster than the resources. 
Something had to happen. 

The thing that did happen was Columbus sailing the 
ocean blue. As a result, foods like tomatoes, corn, and 
potatoes became staples in Europe and food like wheat 
and barley could be grown in the new world where land 
seemed limitless. Another result was that Europeans, 
instead of killing each other over the available resources, 
could travel to the western hemisphere and there make 
their own opportunities. 

Some critics of the Columbian discovery of America 
would say that Europeans only traded the certainty of 
killing each other for the opportunity to kill the aboriginal 
peoples in the western hemisphere. I would argue that the 
genocide of aboriginal peoples was as unnecessary as it 
was horrible. No one can deny that such genocide did take 
place, and that all of us who live in this hemisphere live 
with consequences of that genocide even today. 

Had Columbus not (nor anybody else, either) sailed the 
ocean blue, most of us would be living in Europe, some in 
Africa, others in Asia. The peoples of those three conti- 
nents had long known of each other. The European 
expansion of the 16th and 17th centuries would, necessari- 
ly, have pushed into Africa and Asia. If we want to 
imagine the results of that, we should think of South 
Africa, and expand it. In all likelihood, Africans would 
either have been subjugated or killed, and Africa would be 
run today by people of European origin. 

Another possibility is that Europeans would have 
pushed eastward into Asia. The Christian-Moslem conflict 
which had begun in the crusades, and which continued in 
a Moslem counter-attack on Europe, would have intensi- 
fied. Ferdinand and Isabella, who financed Colambus and 
his exploration, spent much of their reign driving Moslems 
out of Spain. Without the outlet of the new world, 
Christian and Moslem cultures would have fought to the 
death of one and possibly of both. 

In a word, had Christopher Columbus not found the 
new world, war and genocide would probably have taken 
place anyway, only in a different direction. So we would 
still have had all the negative results of the European 
expansion into the western hemisphere without any of the 
benefits. It is hard enough to feed the world as things are: 
the job would have been considerably harder without corn, 
potatoes, and tomatoes. 

As for each one of us personally, without Columbus we 
might be living in Europe, in one of the many countries of 
our forbearers (for me, take your pick; England, Scotland 
Ireland, France, Germany). We might also be living in 
Africa or Asia. | might be a Moslem instead of a Chris- 
tian. And there would be no French fries with catsup, no 
corn on the cob and sliced tomatoes, and on and on. 

I do not dwell on the "what ifs" of life, but I do pause 
to consider them. Thinking about how things might have 
been help me to attend to the things that are. I realize 
again what wealth stands at my daily disposal, what 
opportunities crowd around me. I cannot be sure of what 


would have happened had Columbus not sailed, but I am 


surely glad he did.

Residents Recall 
WWII During 


Community Forum 


by Joan B. Crawford 

A history of World War 
II told by people who were 
there in Europe, in the 
Pacific, and on the home- 
front in Garrett County 
came vividly alive last week 
at the Community Forum, 
second in the year-long 
serics of programs being 
presented by Garrett Com- 
munity College to com- 
memorate the final year of 
that war. For two hours the 
audience heard community 
residents tell "how it was" 
and share their memories, 
some of which had been too 
painful to discuss for many 
years. 

Paul Shogren, coordina- 
tor of the World War II 


Commemoration, _ intro- 
duced the program by giv- 
ing an overview of the 


beginnings of the war. 

Polly Ilanst remembered 
how life in Garrett County 
changed rapidly during the 
early “40s, as many men 
went to war and others 
including her late husband, 
formed a defense organiza- 
tion called the Minute Men 
to protect their homes and 

"families against a possible 
invasion. She told of the 
Taliggg@oupons needed to 
purchase food and gasoline, 
the victory gardens where 
people grew much of their 
own food, the clothing and 
sheets made from feed- 
sacks, and the strong feeling 
of togetherness in the com- 
munity. 

"It was an exciting time 
for homemakers," Ilanst 
said. "We all did things we 
didn’t know we could do 
and learned to be produc- 
tive people. Our children 
never had the fears of war, 
even though there were 
great tragedies all around 
us as friends and neighbors 
lost loved ones. Living 
through those war years was 
an experience I have never 
gotten over. I still save 
everything.”

Lake Park, related 
some of his experiences 
fighting with the Third 
Armored Division in ku- 
rope. Mclntyre landed on 
the Normandy beach two 
days before D-Day and was 
the first man to climb the 
cliff at Point duHoc. Ilis 
outfit fought all the way 
across France to the I:lbe 
River and was trapped in 
December 1944 at the Bat- 
tle of the Bulge. He told 
how on Christmas night 400 
of them blackened their 
faces, hid their helmets, 
swam the river and crawled 
single file through the Ger- 
man artillery positions. He 
also told how his outfit 
liberated three concentra- 
tion camps and of the atro- 
cities they found there. 
McIntyre, winner of five 
Purple Hearts, a Silver Star 
and two Bronze Stars, 
brought some of his medals, 
numerous photographs, and 
two Nazi flags to display. 

Ining Day, Deep Creek 
Lake, recounted some of 
his experiences as a bom- 
bardier on an 8th Air Force 
B-24 and later as a prisoner 
of war in Germany. He told 
how he and other crew 
members were up before 
dawn on mission days, 
donning their electric suits 
and sheepskin lined flight 
jackets, and how they @l- 
ways flew tne same route 
from England to Germany. 
The commanding general 
announced the target each 
day and this allowed the 
Germans to position their 
anti-aircraft. guns on the 
flight pattern. On his 2Sth 
mission, that fateful day 
when their bomber was shot 
down, Day remembered 
seeing the ack ack shells 
bursting ahead and knowing 
it would be bad. 

"When, we were hit,” he 
said, "I heard the pilot call, 
*Pilot to crew: Bail out.’ 
With some help from my 
wife and a push from God, 
I got out.” Day then told of 
his experiences as a prison- 
er of the Luftwaffe where 
American airmen received 
somewhat better treatment 
than other prisoners. 

A different perspective 
of the allied bombings of 
Germany was presented by 
Klaus Niclenz, a resident of 
Alpine Lake, who was a boy 
in Berlin when the war 
began. He told how Ger- 
man youth grew into war as 
a way of life and how when 
the war ended in 1945 as a 
16 year old, he could not 
understand how his parents 
did not know about the 
atrocities being committed. 
Berlin had been bombed so 
heavily that his apartment 
had no windows and no 
inside walls. Niclanz has 
lived in America for 35 
years and says he has al- 
ways been treated fairly. He 
also expresses his gratitude 


to the brave American 
soldiers who fought and 
defeated Ilitler’s armies, 


thereby saving Europe and 
America. 

A gripping account of 
the beginning of the war for 
the United States was given 
by James Jackson, Pleasant 
Valley, who was an ambu- 
lance driver at Schofield 
Barracks in Honolulu when 
the Japanese bombed Pearl 
Harbor. Jackson remembers 
that he had gone to take a 
shower that Sunday morn- 
ing and on his way back saw 
the bombs falling on the 
barracks. He immediately 
got to his ambulance and 
began picking up the 
wounded airmen. He was 
sent to Pearl Harbor where 
he picked up wounded and 
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took them to the hospital 
all morning. In the after- 
noon he picked up the 
dead. That night he 
watched ships burning as 
their magazines exploded 
and said he was never so 
scared in his life. From 
Pearl Harbor, Jackson was 
sent to Guadalcanal, then 
Vella la Velle, and finally 
to the Phillipines. 

At the close of the meet- 
ing, Shogren introduced 
Carolyn McKinney of Mey- 
ersdale, Pa., who told about 
her new book, 7he Gentle 
Giant of the 26th Division, 
written about her uncle, a 
World War II Congressio- 
nal Medal of Honor winner. 


GCC Library 
Receives Book 
About WWII Hero 


A box of old letters 
found in an attic and a 
strong determination to 
learn more about her uncle, 
hero of World War II, led 
Carolyn McKinney to write 
the book The Gentle Giant 
of the 26th Division. 
McKinney recently present- 
ed a copy of the book to 
the Garrett Community 
College library. 

Subject of the book Cpl. 
Alfred L. Wilson, Fair- 
chance, Pa., was awarded 
the Congressional Medal of 
Honor posthumously for his 
bravery in saving the lives 
of others at the Battle of 
the Bulge. McKinney, who 
never knew her mother’s 
brother, tells liow, after 
reading the letters in 1989, 
she felt compelled to tell 
his story. She searched for 
and interviewed survivors of 
that battle and other men 
who had served” with 
Wilson, and traveled to 
France and Germany to 
re-trace his experiences of 
1944. On Nov. 8 she sat in 
the field near the little 
Irench town Bezange 
LaPctite where he had been 
mortally wounded 46 years 
before. 

That day as German 
artillery shells took their 
toll among the men of 
Charlie Company, Wilson 
was wounded, but contin- 
ued to help other wounded 
so that they could be 
evacuated to the aid station, 
refusing help for himself, 
according to the book. He 
was the last man off the hill 
and by the time he was

Quarter To Defeat Hampshire 


After a low-scoring, de- 
tensive struggle through 
three quarters I-riday night 
near Romney, W.Va., the 
Southern High Rams broke 
an 8-8 tie early in the 
fourth period and went on 
to record a 22-8 victory 
over the host: Hampshire 
High Trojans. 

It was the third straight 
win against one defeat for 
the Rams, while the Trojans 
dropped to 1-5 on the sea- 
son. 

The Rams took an 8-0 
lead when senior tailback 
broke loose for a 50-yard 
touchdown run in the sec- 
ond quarter and Scott Daw- 
son ran successfully for the 
two-point conversion, 

The Trojans knotted the 
score in the third stanza 
when John Ansel connected 
with Doug Riggleman on a 
10-yard scoring aerial and 
then carried the ball across 
the line himself on the con- 
version play. 

The third period was 
much like the first, with the 
Rams controlling the ball 
most of the time, but un- 
able to put it in the end 
zone. Then with 11:08 re- 
maining in the game, senior 
quarterback Jeremy Fitz- 
water raced 14 yards for a 
touchdown to give the 
Rams a 14-8 advantage. 
The conversion run was no 
good. 

A 10-yard touchdown 
pass from Fitzwater to Elias 
Black with just 3:41 to play 
iced the win for the Rams. 
Crosco ran for the two- 
point conversion to con- 
clude the scoring. 

The Rams finished with 
about twice the yardage and 
twice the number of first 
downs, as they finished with 
317 yards compared to 153 
yards by Hampshire and 
held a 13-7 edge in first 
downs. All but 27 vards 
were tallied on the ground 
by the Rams, while Hamp- 
shire had 108 yards through 
the air.

"We knew going in that 
Hampshire's record was not 
indicative of the caliber of 
their team,” stated Southern 
Coach Tom Woods.

The junior halfback (6-1, 
170) has rushed for over 
100 yards in every game this 
year. 

"DJ. Durst (5-11, 165 
senior) is also emerging as 
a very good back for them, 
Jeremy Brenneman (senior 
quarterback, 5-11, 160) has 
improved immensely, and 
Lee Collins (senior tight 
end, 6-3, 210) is absolutely

The Great) Depression 
took its toll on the mem- 
bers of the class and their 
families. 

"Believe me, not too 
many or us had very much,” 
Mrs. Snvder said. “Jobs 
were not available and not 
more than four or five of 
our class were financially 
able to attend college. In- 
stead of having a vear book, 
we had to be satisfied with 
the school paper, [he 


feorn ” 

She said that the (1 
Bill eventual afforded an 
opportunity for a number of 
students in the class to go 
to college, such as Robert 
and Dr. Fred Beckman, 
who resided on a farm in 
Pleasant Valley. 

“lodav Bob is a retired 
executive of an insurance 
company and has interests 
in other businesses,” Mrs. 
Snyder said, “and Fred is an 
eve specialist who is. still 
practicing. Both of them 
live in Fort Worth Texas 
and say they are happy to 
have been raised here and 
educated in our school sys- 
tem.”

For me, Gideon has always been 
one of these larger-than-life he- 
roes of the Bible But, now, just 
having re-read that siory once 
again, | am not so sure Today he 
seenis more life-sized 

What makes me say that? Well, 
forone thing, if you read the whole 
story, Gideon 1s not exactly a nian 
of overwhelnung faith, is he? 
Whenanangel of the Lord salutes 
him with “The Lord 1s with vou, 
you mighty man of valor,” how 
does Gideon respond” “Pray, sir, 
ifthe Lord is with us, why then has 
all this befallenus? And where are 
all his wonderful deeds which our 
fathers recounted to us...” 

When the angle assures him that 
the Lord will be with him he an- 
swers “Pray, Lord. how can | 
deliver Israel? Behold, my clan is 
the weakest in Manasseh, and | 
am the least in my family” (6:15) 
And God answers, “But | will be 
with vou, and vou shall smite the 
Midianites as one man” (6:16). 
And the Lord also provided him 
with an impressive demonstration 
of his power when Gideon brought 
his sacnfice tohim “Then Gideon 
perceived that he was the angel of 
the Lord” (6.22) 


TOO AFRAID 

So, now Gideon 1s ready to obey 
his revelation? Not enurely, for 
when God tells him to pull down 
the altar to Baal and the Asherah 
beside it, Gideon agrees, “but be- 
cause he was too afraid of his 
family and the men of the town to 
do it by day. he did it by might” 
(6:27) Finally, we are told, “the

No, not really With ius lorces 
assembled, Gideon suddenly de 
cides he wantsyust one mnore dem 
onstration of God's power he will 
lav a fleece of wool on the thresh- 
ing floor and if, in the morning. 
the fleece has dew upon it and the 
ground does not. “] will know that 
thou wilt deliver Isracl by my 
hand” (6 37) Just one more as- 
surance —. and (10d does as Gideon 
asks 

Now, 1s he readv? Then Gideon 
said to God, “Let not thy anger 
burn against me, let me speak but 
this once, pray, let me make tnal 
only this once with the fleece, 
pray, let it be dry only on the 
fleece, and on all the ground let 
there be dew” (6:39) The wniter 
of Judges tells us, “And God did 
so that night. ” Gideon took his 
forces out into the field near the 
encampment of Midian 


ONE MORE TIME! 

| wish | could say that Gideon's 
faith never wavered after that, but 
there was one more occasion 
After, at God's corrunand, he pared 
down his forces to just 300 men, 
the Lord says to Gideon, “Anse, 
go down against the camp, for | 
have given it into your hand But 
if you fear to go down, go down to 
the camp with Purah your ser- 
vant, and you shall hear what they 
say, and afterward your hand shall 
be strengthened to go down 
against the camp” (7:9, 10) 

Was Gideon sull fearful after all 
of God's assurances”? “Then he 
went down with Purah his servant 
to the outposts of the armed men 
that were in the camp.” Only after 
he heard a Midianite tell of a 
fearful dream of falling vicum to 
Gideon and his Israelites did 
Gideon get the courage todo what 
God had told him 

That's why I say that rather than 
larger-than-life, Gideon appears 
to me more life-sized, more like 
me and perhaps you And I'm 
glad that Gideon was life-sized, 
because if he could nse above his 
fears and serve God, so can we

Cases Of Arson 
Increase During 


First Six Months 


Maryland State Fire 
Marshal Rocco J. Gabriele 
has announced an overall 
increase in arson offenses 
for the first half of 1994 for 
the State of Maryland. 

According to data col- 
lected through the Uniform 
Crime Reporting Program, 
arson offenses increased by 
approximately 12% during 
the first six months of 1994, 
as compared with this same 
period last year. There were 
1,272 arsons recorded be- 
tween January and June of 
this year as compared with 
1,132 such incidents for the 
first half of 1993. 

The most — significant 
increase in arson occurred 
in the Southern Maryland 
region, which consists of 
Charles, St. Mary’s and 
Calvert counties. In this 
region, arson rose by ap- 
proximately 29.3% during 
the first half of this year. 
There were 53 reported 
arsons in the region during 
the first six months of 1994 
as compared with only 41 
such incidents for this same 
period last year.

Frederick and Carroll coun- 
thes, recorded the second 
highest increase in arson 
offenses with an increase of 
25.7% for the first six 
months of 1994. 

The _ Baltimore-Metro- 
politan region, consisting of 
Baltimore City, Baltimore, 
Anne Arundel, Harford and 
Howard counties, recorded 
an increase of 13.4% in 
arson offenses for the first 
half of this year. There 
were 577 reported arsons 
during the first six months 
of 1994 as compared with 
507 such incidents in the 
region for this same period 
last year. 

The Washington-Metro- 
politan region, which in- 
cludes the counties of 
Prince George’s and Mont- 
gomery, also had an in- 
crease in arson offenses 
during the first six months 
of 1994. The region record- 
ed an 11.4% increase in 
arsons with 371 such inci- 
dents documented during 
the first six months as com- 
pared with only 333 for this 
same period last year. 

The Eastern Shore re- 
gion, which includes Caro- 
line, Cecil, Dorchester, 
Kent, Queen Anne’s, Som- 
erset, Talbot, Wicomico and 
Worcester counties, record- 
ed a dramatic decrease in 
overall arson offenses for 
the first six months of 1994. 
There were 66 recorded 
arsons in the region for the 
first half of this year as 
compared with 78 such 
incidents for this same 
period last year, for an 
overall decrease of 15.4%. 

During the first six 
months of 1994, there were 


four Marylanders who died 
as a result of arson related 
fires compared to five of 
these similar incidents last 
year. 

The state fire marshal is 
urging anyone with informa- 
tion regarding any arson 
fire in Maryland to contact 
the Arson Hotline at 1-800- 
492-7529. An Arson Tip re- 
ward of up to $5,000 may 
be provided to anyone sup- 
plying information of an 
arson crime which leads to 
an arrest or indictment of 
the person or persons re- 
sponsible for committing 
the crime.

Disruptive Youth 
Report Received 
By State Board 


The Governor’s Commis- 
sion on Disruptive Youth, 
chaired by the Honorable 
Henry B. Heller, last week 
recommended to the 
governor and the State 
Board of Education "a 
cohesive, coordinated 
statewide effort" to reduce 
the violence and disruptive 
behavior that threatens 
students and the orderly 
environment they need for 
learning. 

Governor William 
Donald Schaefer commend- 
ed the commission for "an 
outstanding job of coming 
up with concrete and clear 


thought-out 
complex 


and well 
solutions to a4 
problem” 

“This is one effort that | 
want to see maintained,” 
the governor said. "We've 
come up with some good 
solutions that represent an 
important start in the right 
direction. Now we must 
have the political will to see 
them through. ” 

Many of the commis- 
sion’s recommendations fit 
in with the governor’s early 
intervention and prevention 
Strategy in recognition that, 
for many youth who 
become involved in 
violence, the behavior has 
its roots in early childhood. 
The commission calls on 
the Subcabinet for Chil- 
dren, Youth, and Families 
to strengthen efforts to 
support and _ preserve 
families and efforts to 
identify families at risk and 
provide early intervention 
services to support healthy 
development of their 
children. 


The commission recom- 
mends the consolidation of 
legal actions that affect 
children and families, in- 
cluding divorce, adoption, 
custody and other actions. 
Included in this consolida- 
tion would be educational 
issues such as_ truancy, 
suspensions, and expulsions 
if judicial intervention is 
warranted. The commis- 


sion’s recommendations call 
for a holistic approach 
involving families and other 
government and private 
agencies. Nonetheless, the 
commission addresses many 
of its recommendations at 
the schools because of their 
“unique position in a young 
person’s life.” 

The commission calls on 
schools to address the prob- 
lem of disruptive behavior 
and violence through teach- 
er training, curriculum 
strategies, and _ instituting 
programs designed to help 
students deal with conflict 
in non-violent ways. Some 
of the specific recommenda- 
tions call for the State 
Department of Education 
and local school systems, 
with support from other 
agencies, to: 


- Establish an interagen- 
cy case management pro- 
cess to refer chronically 
disruptive students to ap- 
propriate services. 

- Create an Interagency 
Student Services Plan 
(ISSP) for each referred 
student. The plans would be 
similar to the individualized 
education programs for 
disabled students. 

- Provide school staffs 
training in conflict resolu- 
tion. 

- Support staff in modify- 
ing school and classroom 
structures and practices that 
exacerbate disruptive behav-

“Chronic disease often begins in childhood.” the USDA stated. “Since 
eating habits are firmly established by age 12. itis essential that dietary 
patterns be formed early.”

Rrouvht to vou by the Garrett County Sheriff's 
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Bill To Reorganize Agriculture 
Department Passes House 


The House last week 
passed by voice vote a bill 
that will give the secretary 
of agrwcullure broad author 
ity to reorganve the Agri- 
culture Department and 
streamline its operations 

The bill, which closely 
Durrors a measure passed 
earlier by the Senate, will 
coneolidate the department 
by reducing the number of 
agenvies from 43 to 29 
through merging and par- 
ing. The bill also authorizes 
the closing of 1,200 of the 
department's 3,700 field 
offices nationwide. 

The combined field of- 
fice closures and agency 
consolidations will help 
decrease the USDA work 
force by 7,500 staff years 
over the next five years, 
which will equate to an 
estimated $1 billion in 
budget savings. 

Under the House ver- 
sion, farmer services such as 
federal crop insurance, the 
Agriculture Stabilization 
and Conservation Service 
and Farmers Home Admin- 
istration farm lending pro- 
grams will be handled by a 
single new agency known as 
the Agricultural Service 
Agency. Backers of the bill 
said the new ASA will help 
to provide farmers with 


“one-stop” farm program 
service. 
Ihe House language 


guarantees that each coun- 
ty, regardless of USDA 
field office location, will 
have ASCS county com- 
mittee-like representation. 
The new committees will be 
local producer-elected com 
mittees comprised of three 
to five persons and will 
‘replace current ASCS and 
FmHA committees. Farm- 
-ers also must approve, 
through referendum, any 
attempts to merge county 
and area committees. 

The House-passed mea- 
sure directs the department 
to encourage greater diver- 
sity in the nominees for the 
local committees and di- 
rects the General Account- 
ing Office to study whether 
minorities are “under repre- 
sented” on producer com- 
mittees, and if such under 
representation exists, 
whether it has led to unfair 
or inequitable program 
administration,” according 
to the House Agriculture 
Committee. 

The bill also includes a 
provision that will require 
the department to conduct 
a cost-benefit and risk-as- 
sessment analysis of pro- 
posed major regulations 
that could affect public 


health, public safety or the 
environment. The cost-ben- 
efit and  msk-assessment 
amendment, originally 
offered in June by Rep. 
Gary Condit (D-Calif.), was 
a political sticking point in 
bringing the bill to the 
floor. Much of Condit's 
original language was in- 
cluded in the bill, but was 
softened somewhat by an 
amendment offered — by 
House Agriculture Commit- 
tee Chairman Kika de la 
Garza (D-Texas). 

De la Garza’s amend- 
ment establishes an Office 
of Enyironmental — Risk 
Assessment to determine 
what impact proposed regu- 
lations will have. 

In a move to separate 
food safety issues from 
marketing activities within 
the department, the bill 
calls for the creation of a 
new under-secretary’s post 
to solely handle food safety 
issues. The new position 
could effectively | quash 
future moves to take USDA 
out of the primary food 
safety role. 

In order to finalize the 
legislation and send it to 
President Clinton for signa- 
ture, Hlouse and Senate 
staff will iron out the details 
in both bills to avoid a 
time-consuming conference 
committee. If the bill were 
torced into conterence, it is 
possible that Congress 
could adjourn without final 
action, in effect killing the 
measure. Farm Bureau will 
closely monitor the staff 
conference.

For the week ending 
October 2, the average 
number of days suitable for 
fieldwork during the week 
was 5.1 days, according to 
the Maryland Agricultural 
Statistics Service. Across 
the state, topsoil moisture 
was 12 percent short, 76 
percent adequate, and 12 
percent surplus. Subsoil 
moisture was 6 percent 
short and 94 percent ade- 
quate. 

Statewide, hay supplies 
were adequate with contin- 
ued cutting of both alfalfa 
and other hay. Pastures 
improved to excellent con- 
dition due to recent rains. 
Corn harvest is still lagging 
behind the average. There 
were reports that corn 
moisture level is high. Soy- 
beans were in good condi- 
tion with crop progress 
slightly ahead of normal. 
Wheat, barley and rye were 
all in good condition. Vege- 
table harvest is winding 
down, and apple harvest is 
running on average.

costs to American consum- 
ers," Farm Bureau said in a 
statement to members of 
the committee. "The live-, 
stock industry does not 
tolerate or defend mistreat- 
ment of farm animals. 
Good care is simply good 
business.” 

Farm Bureau told law- 
makers that figures show 
more than 99.9 percent of 
all U.S. livestock marketed 
are healthy and in good 
condition. And although 
some accidents during tran- 
sit result in injured or sick 
animals, the industry cur- 
rently is involved in inten- 
sive efforts to educate han- 


dlers at all levels on the 
proper care of non-ambula- 
tory animals. 

On humane poultry 
slaughter requirements, 
Farm Bureau said the poul- 
try industry is already com- 
mitted to the most ad- 
vanced science, technology 
and management methodol- 
ogy in the rearing, housing, 
feeding, transportation and 
slaughter of poultry. 

"Improper handling dur- 
ing processing just does not 
make sense because stress 
and suffering at best cause 
a low quality food product 
and at worst the death of 
the animal," Farm Bureau 
said. 

The farm organization 
supports initiatives to re- 
quire refrigeration and 
labeling of eggs after pack- 
aging to ensure a safe egg 
supply and to reduce the 
possibility of a bacteria 
outbreak that could cause a 
public health problem. 

Farm Bureau also sup- 
ports the bill that would 
allow small and mid-sized 
meat packers and proces- 
sors to ship meat across 
state lines, if their products 
meet state inspection re- 
quirements that are equal 
to federal standards. 

"The current regulations 
impair small and mid-sized 
red meat packers and pro- 
cessors by not allowing 
them to compete" in a 
market that is dominated by 
the nation’s major packers 
and processors. Farm Bu- 
reau said.

Cutting Alfalfa! 

The frost we had last Tuesday morning should have put 
alfalfa to "sleep". Therefore, you can harvest without 
damaging the plants. I would suggest that you mow a little 
higher than normal. Leaving the extra length of stem 
protects the buds. 

Managing Potatoes That Have Late Blight 

Late blight was a serious problem this year in both 
potatoes and tomatoes. Late blight is caused by a fungus 
that can overwinter in the vines. If possible, I would 
suggest that you remove the vines from the area where the 
potatoes were grown. The tubers should be harvested 
when the soil is dry. Storing potatoes affected with the 
blight is difficult. Temperatures above 50 degree F. will 
allow the fungus to continue growing causing the potato 
to rot. If possbile, you should store the potatoes around 
38-40 degrees F. Try to keep the relative humidity low 
with good air circulation. My advise would be to have 
potatoes with every meal so you can use them up as fast 

as possible. Don’t save seed from affected tubers. Make 
sure you have all of the potatoes out of the soil. Leaving 
diseased potatoes can cause problems next season.
